The PREF ACE. 


To TuE Candid READER. 


MONGST the multitude of writers that daily preſent themſelves to the 
view of the Public, I have now ventured myſelf amidſt the crowd, to 
write upon a ſubject hitherto not treated of by any; not through an 

ſelf conceit or vain deſire of glory, for I am one of thoſe who hold, that 


Gloria totius res Vaniſſima mundi. 


Not that I entertain ſo high an opinion of my own knowledge, or ability, or 
think myſelf able, or fit to handle a ſubject which requires a moſt learned and 


judicious head, to digeſt it in proper order; but ſincerely confeſs myſelf altoge- 


ther unfit and unfurniſhed for ſo great an undertaking. Unfit, as being con- 


fined to another ſtudy, which is jealous, and will admit of no partner; for 


all the time that could f be employed therein, was not ſufficient for ſo 
laborious a ſtudy, by reaſon of the difficulty of acquiring, and the various kinds 
of learning requiſite therein. Yet if a partner might be allowed or admitted 
therein, there is no ſtudy or learning ſo fit and neceſſary for a Lawyer, as the 
ſtudy of Antiquity and Hiſtory, which muſt appear obvious in many reſpects ; 
and, indeed, I was even 1mpelled to the ſtudy of Antiquity by a natural Genius, 
as thoſe two learned writers Georgius Brunius, and Hieronimus Hennings (the one 
the author of Theatrum Urbium, the other of Theatrum Genealogicum) * affirm 
of themſelves; that though by profeſſion, they were divines, yet being in- 
duced by a natural inclination, the one to the love of pictures, perſpective, 
maps, and other Geographical deſcriptions; the other to the ſtudy of Ge- 
nealogies; therefore no man ſhould caſt any imputation upon them, for thoſe 
their labours ; ſeeing that St. Hierome, Bede, Iſodore, Orofius, Mneas Sylvius, 
Rodericus Toletanus, and many Fathers of the Church amuled themſelves 
with human learning, and each of them publiſhed Hiſtories, or ſome other 
treatiſes, expreſſing the variety of their ſtudies therein. The like I may fay 
for myſelf ; I gave way in ſome meaſure to my own inclination, chuſing rather 
to recreate myſelf in this way of writing, than either to be miſemployed, or al- 
together idle; having ever adhered to the truth of that excellent proverb, Otium 


fine literis mors eſt; contrary to the vain and idle humour of ſome illiterate Fops, 


who hold all learning baſe, and the lovers thereof equally contemptible; and 
remembering that old Caſtilian proverb, Mas vale ſaber, que aver, that know- 
ledge is ſuperior to wealth. Unturniſhed, becauſe labouring under a weak con- 
ſtitution of body, and not being able to make that application which my buſi- 
neſs required; I have now retired myſelf to a private country life, and may with 


that conceited, but ingenious, + Poet ſay : 
Et quoniam mea fit qua ſcribo penna badilus, 
| Et faciam drufias foſſa cavando manus; 
I am not therefore maſter of ſuch 1 as the dignity of the ſubject re- 
quires, being there by deſtitute of thoſe helps which the city affords; yet notwith-

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ſtanding, rather than my native country ſhould any longer remain obſcured 
with darkneſs, I have ventured, in a ſmall degree, to reſtore it to its proper 
dignity, being animated thereto by the examples of many judicious and worthy 
men. As that moſt learned and juſtly admired Antiquary, William Camden, 
Eſq. Clarencieux, King at Arms, who has compiled a general account of this 
Iſland; and that induſtrious and very worthy Mr. John Speed, who, in his 
large and elaborate Hiſtory of England, has given a detail of every Shire; and 
by his great travel and expence, has, by way of Ornament thereto, added the 
maps ot each Shire, with the plan of every City and great Town inſerted therein, 
never before performed by any other. And by many more, who have illu- 
ſtrated ſeveral counties; as, that grave and ſage Lawyer William Lambert, Eſq. 
of Lincoln's-Inn, who from the depth of antiquity has reſtored the county of 
Kent. That eloquent and noble Gentleman Richard Carew, Eſq. who has very 
accurately ſurveyed all Cornwall; and that excellent ſurveyor John Norden, 
Gentleman, who has briefly deſcribed the counties of Middleſex and Hertford- 
ſhire ; and ſince that time, has made chorographical tables of ſome Weſtern - 


Shires, and a fine perſpective of the city of London. Being allo encouraged by 


many worthy friends, among whom I cannot paſs over, unremembered (without 
a proper acknowledgment,) the kind aſſiſtance and direction of my antient and 
much reſpected friend and kinſman John Beaumont, Eſq. of Gracedieu, in the 
county of Leiceſter; as alſo of that expert genealogiſt, my friend and kinſman 
M. Auguſtine Vincent, by his office, Rouge-Croix, officer at arms; who ve 

kindly, from the Tower, has imparted to me many uleful notes, not elſewhere 
to be had or found ; whoſe labours alſo in this kind tor the county of North- 
ampton, ere long will come to light. In this deſcription I have run through 
in every Town, (as occaſion offered) the four ſections above mentioned in the 
title page. As for the Topography of this county, at the requeſt of a friend of 
mine, I rectified (ſome years ago) Chriſtopher Saxton's map of this county with 
an addition of 80 towns; which was engraved at Amſterdam, by Jodocus Hon- 
dius 1602, and ſince imitated by M. Speed, in his claborate Hiſtory of Britain, 
with an enlargement of the plan of the Town of Leiceiter, which is reduced into 
a leſſer form, and here inſerted; and of thoſe places which are more eminent by 
their ſituation, I have briefly ſpoken ſomething throughout the whole. Where 
any paſſage naturally offered itſelf to be ſpoken of, 1 have there a little digreſ- 
ſed, and written what I conceived proper, not thinking it altogether foreign to 
my purpoſe to give ſatisfaction to the Reader in this reſpect. And to the end 
likewiſe, that this narration might give ſatisfaction in ſome fort to each, I have 
induſtriouſly uſed ſuch hiſtorical digreſſions, (where it could be done with pro- 
priety) as ſeemed ſuitably connected with the preſent Treatiſe. Like unto thoſe 
artificial Cooks and Confectioners, who, in ſetting forth a feaſt or banquet, adapt 
ſeveral diſhes and dainties to different palates. I have remarked, as near as I 
could aſcertain, the times of the foundation of all Monaſteries, Abbies, 
Religious Houſes, Churches, Chapels, Houſes of Nobility, or other memora- 
ble places of note, which hereafter perhaps may give light to lome other paſſages. 
Concerning the titles of land herein expreſſed, where Manors, Lands, or Tene- 
ments, did deſcend by an heir general, or were granted by the King's Letters 
Patent, or by any ſuch eminent grant, I have there made bold to ſet down the 
ſame, which was done for this purpoſe; that the antiquity of the continuance of 
them in one name or family, might be diſcovered, and the antient owner (fo far 
as could be found) might be known; not intending to Gerogate any thing from 


any man's right or title, or to move any doubts or queſtions touching the ſame. 


In ſetting down of tenures, I have been very cautious, leſt by being too poſitive, 


I might be juſtly cenſured. The ſoccage tenure I have deſcribed, but have ſpoke 


of no other with certainty, being unwilling to give any caule of offence; tor I 
well know there are more differences and more ſtrange proceedings in theſe af- 
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fairs, than in any one thing of ſo common a nature; yet no doubt they might 
be rectified, if the trueſt and moſt probable records and evidences were admit- 
ted. Offices and Inquiſitions are very uncertain, ſometimes quite contrary to 
truth, which are paſſed and concluded with ſuch proofs, as for that time are de- 
livered. Thoſe caſes of law which of later times have happened within the 
Shire, I have briefly recorded; in ſome, ſhewing the arguments and reaſons of 
the judgment. As touching the genealogies and arms of the Gentry, I have 
omitted to write of the modern, only fpeaking of the old and antient, whoſe fami- 
lies are now extinct; leſt perhaps, by not giving to each one now living a due 
fatisfa&tion, I might innocently be blamed; only ſome few of my friends I have 
remembered,\upon whoſe kindneſs I have preſumed, that they will accept in good 
part, whatſoever I have delivered. Reſpecting the ſtate of the Church, I thought 
proper to ſet it down in the ſame manner, as I find it expreſſed in an old Manu- 
{cript, made anno 1220, in the fifth year of Henry the Third, from whence may 
be learnt, what Churches were Rectories, what were appropriate. If Rectories, 
who was Patron, who the incumbent, what Chapels belonged to them, and 
how they were to be ſerved; whether by a Chaplain reſident, or on certain days, 
or ex gratia. If appropriate, to what Monaſtery, or Religious houſe belonging: 
and in ſome, how the Vicar was endowed, and in what manner, and to whom 
the tythes were to be paid. I have further added out the Records of the office 
of the Auditors of the Preſs, by the means and help of Sir Francis Gofton, 
Knight, one of the Auditors, what value they are now of in the King's books, 
And further, I have ſhewn who are now Patrons of every Church. Concern- 
ing the Roman Antiquities, or any other memoirs of Note, I have briefly 
touched upon all that have come to my knowledge. 

Laſtly, I have added the Arms in all the Church windows in the Shire, and the

Inſcriptions of the Tombs; which (for the moſt part) I have taken by my own 


view and travel; with this deſign, that perhaps they may rectify Armories and 
Genealogies, and may give teſtimony, proof, and alſo terminate many differences. 
From my own knowledge, I can affirm, that the antiquity of a Church window, 
for the proof of a match and iſſue had, has been delivered in evidence to a Jury 
at an Aſſizes, and accepted. I have allo added the names to moſt of the Coats, 
for which 1 had any proof or probable conjecture. If the blazon do not 
give ſatisfaction, I mult confeſs, I have not followed that conceited blazon of 
Gerard Leigh, or others of later times, but have delivered them in ſuch terms 
as I was belt acquainted with, and ſuch as are adapted to the capacities of all. 

Thus, candid Reader, I have explained my whole intention in the following 
Treatiſe, and earneſtly requeſt a favourable acceptance of theſe my labours and 
well deſigned endeavours; which, (ſuch as they are) I humbly ſubmit myſelf 
and them to the peruſal and cenſure of the Public,

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LEICESTERSHIRE. 


PLEA EICESTERSH IRE, ſo called from the chief Town Leice- 
Ni Was ſter, which ſtands upon the river Leire or Legre, (as Leland af- 
L My firms) now called Sore. This Shire was that part of the country, 

| M which was inhabited by thoſe Britons, called by Ptolomy, Cor1- 
CMT TAN, and afterwards in the Saxon HePTaRCHy, by the Mercians. 
De, It has the ſhape of an Heart, broad ar the top, and narrower to- 
wards the bottom, which ſhape it truly reſembles, and lies almoſt in the centre 


of the whole Continent of the kingdom. It is ſeated according to Mercator, in 


the latitude of 54 degrees, and in the longitude of 20 degrees. It borders on 
the Eaſt, upon, Lincoln and Rutland Shires : on the Welt, upon Warwickſhire, 
ſeparated from it by the great road-way, called Watling- ſtreet: on the North, 
upon Nottingham and Derby Shires : on the South, upon Northamptonſhire, be- 
ing divided thence almoſt all along by the river Welland, and from the reſidue 


by the river Avon. This Shire, in the time of King Edward the Firſt, was di- 
vided into four Hundreds, viz. Goſcote, Guthlakeſton, Framland, and Gertre. 


But in the twentieth year of the reign of King Edward the Third, Guthlakeſton 
was ſubdivided into Sparkenhoe, and now of later years, Goſcote into Eaſt and 
Welt Goſcote. King Henry the Third, granted unto Stephen de Segrave and his 


heirs, the bailiwick and profits of the Hundred of Goſcote, which, by marriage, 

is deſcended to the Lord Berkeley. King Edward the Second, (12 Edward II.) 

granted to Roger de Bellere and his heirs, the Hundred of Framland, with Xu

the profits; whoſe heireſs was married to —— Swillington, whoſe heireſs was, 
married to Sir John Gray. King Edward the Third, granted to John de Aſt- 
wicke the bailiwick and profits of the Hundred of Gertre. It extends in length 
from the fartheſt North angle in the vale of Belvoir, to the uttermoſt South point 
beyond Lutterworth about 33 miles. In breadth, in the broadeſt place from 
the Eaſt to the Weſt, about 27 miles. As for the ſite of it, the North ſide for 
the moſt part ſtands high upon the Wouldes, which in the Saxon tongue, ſigni- 
fies an hill, mount, or elevated place. The South part alſo 1s high, though not 
ſo eminent in view as the other; which will eaſily be granted, if we only 
confider, that near unto the confines thereof in Northamptonſhire, within little 
more than the diſtance of a mile, are the heads of thoſe two rivers Welland and 
Avon, which divide the Shires ; the one going down by Stamford in Lincoln- 
ſhire, and ſo into the North-eaſt ſea ; the other running into the river Severn 
near Tewkeſbury, and ſo falls into the South-weſt ſea : which direct contrary 
courſe of theſe two rivers, is cauſed by the elevation of the ground from whence 
they ariſe. As concerning the ſoil, I ſhall make this diviſion : The South- 
eaſt ſide of the Shire is exceeding rich ground, yielding great increaſe of corn of 
all kinds in abundance, and afford many good and large ſheep paſtures, breed- 
ing ſheep to that ſize and goodneſs, ſo that (as I have credibly heard) neither 
Lemſter nor Cotſwould can exceed them; if one reſpect either largeneſs of the 
body, fineneſs of the wool, or goodneſs of the breed. It is almoſt all champain, 
and yields great delight and profit every way, and in that reſpect may compare 
with any Shire adjacent. But here is the only diſadvantage, the want of wood 
and fuel for fire; for which the inhabitants are conſtrained either to travel far to 
fetch it, or elſe to make uſe of thoſe ſmall helps which they have, as ſtraw, cow- 
ſhern, and ſuch like. The North-weſt fide is almoſt contrary to this, for the 
ground is for the moſt part hard and barren, and in ſome places rocky and ſtony, 


yielding fruit not without great labour and expences, having in ſome places near 


unto that vaſt and decayed foreſt of Charnwood, ſtore of Lime-ſtone, where- 
with they- manure their grounds ; yet they have here good ſtore of wood and 
pit- coal at Coal-Orton, and other places near adjoining. Yet ſome parts of this 
ſide, are of a very good fertile ſoil, as thoſe which lie upon the tracts and vallies 
of the rivers of Trent and Sore, and at the confluence of theſe two rivers. The 
North-eaft,- and South-weſt parts are much alike, both good ſoil, and apt to 
bear corn and graſs, and having better ſtore of fuel; yet, of the two, the South- 
welt is the better furniſhed.

To ſpeak ſomething of the rivers wherewith this country is watered, which 
do naturally fo rank their ſtreams into ſuch fit diftances, and pals into ſuch be- 
fitting tracts, that they may very well be compared to the natural veins uni- 
formly running in due parts throughout the body, the chiefeſt of which is the 
Sore anciently called Leire, riſing in the South-Welt fide of the Shire, not far 
from Watling-ſtreet, having two heads, a mile and more diſtant aſunder ; upon 
one of which ſtandeth a town called Leire, ſo called of the ſaid river, a little 
beyond Whetſtone, it receiveth in another brook called Sence, increaſed before 
with another little purl ; and then having gotten to ſome greatneſs, keepeth on 
a ſlow and ftill courſe by Leiceſter, which it compaſſeth upon the Weſt and 
North fide, and ſo paſſing through the middle of the Shire, bending its courſe 
toward the North-Weſt, dividing part of this country, from Nottingham a lit- 


tle beyond Ratcliffe-upon-Sore, falleth into Trent. The next of name is Wreke, 


which riſing in the Eaſt part, keepeth on its courſe Weſtward; through a deep 
narrow valicy much like a trough, and at Coſinton falleth into Sore; another 
called Dene, running beyond Belvoir caſtle, and turning into Nottinghamſhire, 


at length falleth into Trent. A ſmall river called Sence; ſpringing not far from 


Snibſton, keepeth on a Southerly courſe; and a little beneath Atherſtone in the 
county of Warwick, falleth into Anker. The little river Snite which falleth into 
Dene, riſeth about Howes in this Shire : there are certain other ſmall brookes and 
rills without names, which wandering along, are ſwallowed by the greater ſtreams, 


and, no doubt, bring neceſſary benefit to the places which they paſs by. This 


Shire hath been reaſonably well ſtored with places for vert and veniſon, but now 
not ſo well furniſhed. The antient forreſt of Charnwood, commonly called 
Loughborough foreſt, by reafon of the vicinity, hath long ago been diſafforeſted, 
of which I ſhall ſpeak hereafter in its place, The chace of Leiceſter, is now 
well repleniſhed with game, it did antiently belong to the Eafls of Leiceſter,

Concerning the Sheriff*s juriſdiction, it was for many ages conjoined with 
Warwickſhire, and one Sheriff did ſerve both counties, yearly choſen out of 
one of thoſe two Shires by turns, until the eighth year of Queen Elizabeth, and 
then by two Acts of Parliament, one 8 Eliz. cap. 16. the other 13 Eliz. cap. 22. 
they were ſeparated and disjoined; each country having now a peculiar Sheriff 
of their own, by virtue of thoſe two Acts, yet one Eſcheator ſerveth yearly both 
counties. Touching the Eccleſiaſtical Government, this country once had the 
juriſdiction of an Epiſcopal See, for, as“ William of Malmſbury writes, Ethel- 
dred, King of Mercia, dividing his kingdom into Biſhopricks, in the year 680. 
placed an Epiſcopal See at Leiceſter, and made Sexwulte the firſt Biſhop there 
trom whom ſucceeded eleven Biſhops, Lewin being the laſt; in whoſe time, and 
in the reign of King Edgar, 970. it was united to Lincoln, within which dio- 
ceſe it now is, and oweth ſubjection to the metropolitanate of Canterbury. It 
hath only one Archdeaconry, which is valued in the King's books, at 871. 19s.

for in the infancy of hereditary armory, about the beginning of the reign of King 
Henry the third, at which time (as that learned and judicious Mr. Camden, 
Clarenceux, and Pierre Pitheu, a Frenchman, do note) arms in Chriſtendom be- 


came hereditary and deſcendible, which before were but ex placito, as by divers 


inſtances might be ſhewed, though * Paulus Jovius affirm, that in the reign of 
Frederick Barbaroſſa the Emperor (who began his empire, 1153, and died 1189, 
I Rich. I.) the bearing of arms then firſt began, and that thoſe marks and pic-

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tures which before that time were uſed in ſhields, banners, and ſtandards, were 
but Deviſes and Impreſſes, and not hereditary. About that time I have obſerved, 
that thoſe who were either menial attendants, or elſe feodaries to any noble per- 
Tonage, or which held any lands of them, by any certain ſervice, or otherwiſe 
devoted unto them, did uſually aſſume to themſelves for their * Arms the device 
of the coat of the Lord, either changing the colours, retaining the charge, or by 
adding ſomething to the charge. As Charnels of Muſton, near Belvoire, who 
bare © Gules two Chevrons, and a border Or,” the colours from Albany 
ccunter-changed : Criol or Keriel of Croxton, bare Argent two Chevrons, 
* and a Canton gules:” Rohand, who bare © Or, two Chevrons, and a Can- 
<* ton gules, charged with a Lion paſſant Argent.“ One more derivative I will 
add from Albany of Staunton, a Gentleman in Nottinghamſhire, who beareth 
Argent two Chevrons, and a border ſable”, and held his lands of the ſaid 
Albany, by the tenure of Caſtlegard, by keeping and defending a tower in the 
Caſtle of Belvoire, againſt any aſſault or invaſion ; which tower to this day, is 
called Staunton Tower, which tenure is yet acknowledged and avowed ; which 
tenure being Knight's ſervice, cannot be aliened from the Caſtle, and ſo it is held 
+ 1 Aſif. Tenures, B. 11 and 19, E. 2. F. Aſſiſe 399. That if a tenant hold 
of the Lord by Caſtle-gard, or ſuit to his mill, if the Lord do grant over theſe 
ſervices, and the tenant atturn, that the grantee ſhall not have the Caſtle-gard, 
nor ſuit to the mill, for that they be ſervices inſeparable. And Sir William 
Herle, Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas doth there hold, that if the Lord do 


grant the mill and the ſuit, yet the heir of the grantor ſhall have the ſuit to the 


mill, if he erect a new mill, for that the tenure is of the manor of the grantor, 
and not of the mill. 

This Þþ tenure of Knight's ſervice, is defined to be the ſervice of lands or tene- 
ments for bearing of arms in defence of the realm, or of the Lord, and it draw- 
eth wardſhip, marriage and relief. The French call this tenure Service de Chiualer, 
for that it was to be performed by a horſeman, as antiently Equites Remani, thoſe 
at the general charge of the State; theſe at their proper coſts, by reaſon of their 
tenure; we in our own tongue call it Knight's ſervice, of the Saxon word ¶ Knight] 
ſignifying a Servitour. The Normans, after the conqueſt, were the firſt inſtitu- 
tors of this tenure, for before their coming, I never read of any ſuch tenure, 
which they ordained for this purpoſe; for that having gained their lands by the 
{word, thinking that not a ſufficient title to ſecure themſelves withal ; for better 
{afeguard and defence of themſelves and their eſtates, did grant lands over to 
their aſſured friends, to be held by them, and their heirs for performance of their 

ſervice, to defend the Lord and his heirs, from any war or invaſion. 

Another kind of this Knight's ſervice, is & Eſcuage, called in Latin Scutagium, 


or Servicium ſcuti, the ſervice of the ſhield. It is defined in the book of old te- 


hures, to be a certain ſum of money, which is to be levied by the Lord of his 
tenant according to the quantity of his tenure as E/cuage, being aſſeſſed by Par- 
liament to go through the land, how much every tenant ſhall give to the Lord. 

A third, and the chiefeſt kind of this Knight's ſervice, is Grand Sergeantie, of 
which I ſhall ſpeak hereafter more at large. 

The ſtate of the Churches I ſhall hereatter ſet down, in eyery town, in the ſame 
terms as I find, recorded, in a very antient manuſcript in parchment, remaining in 
the hands of the noble and worthy preſerver of all Antiquities, Sir Robert Cotton 
of Connington, in the county of Huntington, Knight and Baronet ; the tranſcript 
whereof, was ſent to me by the judicious and worthily admired John Selden, of 
the Inner Temple, Eſq. which tract was made 1220. 5 Hen. III. Hugh Wallis 
then Biſhop of Lincoln, the title whereof, is, Matriculis domini Hugonis Epiſcopi 
Lincoln. de omnibus eccleſiis in Archidiaconatu Leiceſt. 1220.

Derby, with which it is ſo intermingled, that the houſes to an ordinary paſſenger

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cannot be diſtinguiſhed which be of either Shire, there being no direct meer 
between them. This Manor, was antiently the inheritance and chief ſeat of that 
worthy family of Appleby, who bare Azure, ſix Martlets, Or, 3, 2, and 1,” 
of whom many lie entombed in the Church here. Though many of note have 
deſcended out of this houſe, yet moſt eminent was that renowned ſoldier, Sir 
Edmund de Appleby, Knight, who ſerved at the battle of Creſcy, * 20 Ed. III. 
where he took Monſieur Robert du Mailarte, a Nobleman of France, priſoner. 
After, in 8 Rich. II. went to France with John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter, 
to treat of peace betwixt both Kingdoms. Lailly, 9 Rich. II. accompanied 
the ſaid Duke, and the Lady Conſtance and his wife, daughter and co-heireſs 
of Peter King of Caſtile, in his voyage into Caſtile, who then went over with a 

reat power, to inveſt himſelf in the ſaid Kingdom, which, by deſcent, be- 
— to his wife, and was then uſurped by + Henry, baſe brother unto Peter. 
Another of this family, lineally deſcended from this Sir Edmund, was George 
Appleby, lain in detence of the Iſle of Inkippe near Scotland, after Muſſel- 
borough field, 1 Edw. VI. whoſe widow, Joyce, daughter of Thomas Curzon 
of Croxhall, in the county of Derby, after married to one Thomas Lewes of 
Mancheſter, in the county of Warwick, was burnt at Coventry, 1 557, for her 


conſtancy in religion; of whom Mr. Fox hath written in his book of the Acts 
and Monuments of the Martyrs. 


The Abbot of Burton-upon-Trent, in the county of Stafford, held lands in 
the town, which, after the diſſolution, came to one Brereton of Cheſhire, from 
whom the tenants not many years ſince became purchaſers.

Edward the Third, (2 Edw. III.) granted unto Richard de Vernon, liberty of 
free Warren here. The laſt heir male of this houſe of Haddon, was Sir George 
Vernon, Knight, who (about the ninth of Elizabeth) died, ſeized of thirty 
Manors, leaving iſſue by Margaret his wife, daughter of Sir George Talbot, 
Knight, two daughters and heirs; Dorothy, married to Sir John Mannors, 
Knight, youngeſt ſon of Thomas Mannors, firſt Earl of Rutland, who with 
her had the Manor of Haddon, and divers other Manors, and by her had iſſue 
Sir George Mannors, Knight, now living at Haddon, and Sir Roger Mannors 
of Whitwell, in the county of Derby, Knight, anſwering with many good parts 
the nobleneſs of his blood. The other Margaret, married to Sir Thomas Stan- 
ley, Knight, youngeſt ſon to Edward Stanley, Earl of Derby, by whom he had 
iſſue Sir Edward Stanley, Knight, who not long ſince aliened this Manor. 

I find by an old deed, that Robert de Stokport, gave this Manor, with the 
advowſon of the Church of Great Appleby, to William de Vernon, and his 
heirs, about the reign of King John, yielding yearly to him and his heirs, a 
ſore ſparrow hawk, or twelve-pence, at the Feaſt day of St. Peter ad Vincula. 

This Manor is in the pariſh of Great Appleby, and hath no chapel within it.

In old record called Erneſby, in the Hundred of Guthlakefton. This Manor 
was ſometimes the inheritance of Hugh le Deſpenſer, to whom King Henry the 
Third gave liberty of free Warren here, who had iſſue Hugh le Deſpenſer, to 
whom King Edward the Firſt (20 Edw. I.) granted a market and fair, and li- 
berty of free Warren; and being after attainted, King Edward the Third, 
(10 Edw. III.) granted this Manor to Henry Beaumont, William Viſcount 
Beaumont, laſt of this houſe, being attainted, 1 Edw. IV. King Edward the 
Fourth then granted this Manor to Sir William Haſtings, Knight, after made 
Lord Haſtings. In the reign of King Edward the Firſt, the Knights Hoſpitalers 
of St. John of Jeruſalem, held nine yards land here, of the grant of Sir Roger 
Dawney, Knight. * The Prior of Caldwell in Bedfordſhire, held two yard lands 
and an half, of the gift of James de la Mare : The Abbot of Sulby in the coun- 
ty of Northampton, held one yard land of the grant of Elias le Deſpenſer: 
The Abbeſs of Elſtowe in the county of Bedford, held ten yard lands here of the 
fee of the Earl Ferrers. Robert de Saltmerſh, in the thirtieth of Edward the 
Third, held this Manor. | 

This Church was a Rectory in the fifth of Hen. III. as appeareth by this re- 
cord following, but as it ſhould ſeem appropriated to the Priory of Caldwell. 
This impropriation 1s now the inheritance of Sir William Fawnt of Foſton in 
the county of Leiceſter, Knight.

So called of the Zouches, ſometimes Lords thereof. It is in the Hundred of 
Weſt Goſcote, ſituate upon the borders of Derbyſhire. * One of this family, 
namely, Allen de Zouch (as it is reported by Thomas Wikes, Canon of Ouſe- 
ney, in his Annals) having authority granted unto him by King Henry the 
Third, amongſt other Commiſſioners of the Nobility, to convene certain per- 
ſons to be examined upon ſeveral articles, but eſpecially, by what right and 
title they held their lands. John Earl of Warren and Surrey, was ſummoned 
amongſt the reſt; who being demanded by the ſaid Commiſſioners, by what 
title he held certain lands then in his poſſeſſion, ſuddenly drew out his ſword 
and ſaid, That by this my grandfather held his lands, and with this Iwill keep them. 
And being reproved by the ſaid Allen le Zouch for this his miſdemeanor, after 
ſome interchange of words paſſed between them, made an aſſault upon the ſaid 
Allen, and ſorely wounded him, as he ſat at Weſtminſter-hall, 1270, 45 H. III. 
of which wound he ſhortly died. Allen le Zouch, grandchild to this Allen, 
was ſummoned by writ to Parliament amongſt the Barons, in the + 26 Edw. I. 
who having no iſſue male, gave this Manor of Aſhby to William Mortimer, who 
called himſelf Zouch, for that his mother was daughter and heireſs of William 
le Zouch, great uncle to this ſecond Allen, as in the genealogy here ſet down, 
doth appear. 

King Edward the Third, (48 Edw. III.) granted unto Hugh Ie Zouch, 4 


Market on the Saturday, and a Fair here. This family of Zouch, deſcended 


from Geffrey, ſecond ſon of Allen Viſcount of Rohan in Little Britaine in France, 
who bare Gules ten maſcles pierced, Or,” and this Geffrey for his difference, 
bare © Gules ten Bizantes, Or,” called Zouch, (which in the French fignifieth 
a ſtock) for that he in the reign of King Henry the Second, coming over into 
England, was the founder of another ſtock, here propagated from him. | 
And, for that this family was deſcended of a daughter and heireſs of Canon de 
Groſſe, Duke of Britain, who bare for his Arms, © A ſhield only Ermine,“ 
did likewiſe aſſume this addition to their Coat, from the houſe of Britaine, viz. 
A quarter Ermine,” which by the Cadets and younger houſes, was ſtill ob- 
ſeryed and kept, though with ſeveral differences. Some bare “ the quarter in- 
* dented in the baſe,” ſome, the Ermine in chief; ſome, in bend, fome, in 
feſſe, ſome, in chevron, ſome, in bend engratled,” which I have ſeen thus va- 
ried in divers rolls; others charging the “ quarter Ermine, as with a Mullet, 
* Annulet, Fleur de Lis, and Cinquetoil,” which are yet to be ſeen in Ha- 
ringworth Church, com. Northampton. | 
But the heirs male failing in 1 Hen. IV. this Manor came to Sir Hugh Bur- 
nell, Knight of the Garter, in right of Joice his wife, couſin and heireſs of 
Hugh le Zouch, laſt heir male dying without iſſue, 1 Hen. IV. From Burnell 
it came to James Butler, Earl of Ormond and Wiltſhire, who being attainted, 
1 Edw. IV. the faid King Edward the Fourth, (13 Edw. IV.) granted this 
Manor to Sir William Haſtings of Kirby, Captain of Calais, ſon and heir of 
Sir Leonard Haſtings of Kirby, Knight, and in (13 Edw. IV.) granted licenſe 
unto him to make a Park, and liberty of keeping two Fairs, who built there 
a large and fair houſe, and one ſtone Tower of great heighth, ſtrength, and ex- 
cellent workmanſhip. He was alſo created -Baron Hattings by King Edward 
the Fourth, and Lord Chamberlain of his Houſhold, to whom he was ſo much 
endeared in his love and favour, that nothing could be wiſhed more to give 
content. But King Edward the Fourth departing this life, the caſe altered; 
for Richard Duke of Glouceſter, being Lord Protector, during the minority of

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King Edward the Fifth, having aſſayed to work the Lord Haſtings to his part, 
not therein 3 and fearing left hereby he ſhould be croſſed in his in- 
tendments : upon a ſudden, as one day they fat together, with other of the No- 
bility at the Council Table, picking a quarrel with him, inſtantly ſent him to 
the Tower, where, within two hours, he was beheaded, 1483; his body was 
after buried at Windſor, near to King Edw. IV. in a very fair monument. 
Oft him I may ule the ſame Eulogium, which was written of him by * Sir 
Thomas Moore, in his Hiſtory of King Richard the Third, That he was an 
honourable Man, a good Knight, and a Gentleman of great authority with his 
Prince; of living ſomewhat diſſolute, plain, and open to his enemy, and ſecret 
to his friend, eaſy to be beguiled, as he that (of good heart and courage) fore- 
ſtudied no peril; a loving man, and paſſing well beloved, very faithful and 
truſty, and truſting too much. His grandchild, George Lord Haſtings, was 
created Earl of Huntington in 21 of King Henry VIII. of whom is lineally de- 
ſcended the Right Honourable Henry now Earl of Huntington, who married 
Elizabeth, daughter and co-heireſs of Ferdinando Stanley Earl of Derby, a 
worthy Lady, deſcended of Royal Blood, and adorned with all beauteous or- 
naments of nature, and honourable parts. 

The Church was appropriate to the Abbey of Lilleſhul, com. Salop, as ap- 
peareth by this record.

VII. it was the inheritance of John de Vere, Earl of Oxford, at which 
time there were four dwelling-houſes inhabited. In this Park is a very high 
hill, called * Bardon-hill, ſtanding at the Weſt end of a long tract of hills, 
which lie almoſt Eaſt and Weſt. This hill is in the bottom of a large circum- 
ference, riling up (not very ſteeply) to a great heighth, being (as I rake it) 
one of the higheſt of that rank, very rough and full of wood, within which are 
great quarries of hard ſtone, which ſome take to be a kind of lime- ſtone. The 
top thereof yieldeth a very pleaſing and delicate proſpect, eſpecially to the Weſt 
and South-weſt. This hill having been ſeen not far from Glouceſter, about 
forty miles diſtance ; which though it contain not the heighth of Mount Athos 
in Greece, whole ſhadow at a Weſtern fun, is ſaid to be 700 furlongs long; 
nor of Atlas or Olympus, whoſe tops exceed the clouds; or of the Pike of Te- 
nariffe, one of the Canary Iflands, which Patritius affirmeth to be 52 miles high; 
yet, may it be here remembered by me, as well as the hill of Mountferrat in 
Italy, deſcribed by George Merula : the hill Steochorne, in the country of Berne, 
one of the Cantons of Switzerland, by Benedict Aretius and John Rhellican ; 
or Mount Pilat in France, deſcribed by Conrade Geiner and Jean du Choul, 
Though the natural cauſe of hills have been delivered by many, but eſpecially 
by George Agricola in his books de Foffilibus, I may yet here (under favour) 
ſpeak my opinion. That a vegetative ſubſtance or matter, being naturally 
united or drawn together, hath, by the force of the ſun and other planets, 
grown to that proportion, and (as ſome hold) do yet increaſe, or elſe that ſub- 
ſtance contained in ſome hills, though by tract of time for many hundred years 
continually exhauſted, could not ſo continue: As that burning hill in Sicily, 
Atna, now called Mountgibello, which for this 2000 years and more (as by 
hiſtory is reported) hath burned, and yet burneth, as + Leandro Alberto in his 
late deſcription of Italy affirmeth; but whoſoever is deſirous to read the wonders 
of hills and mounts, may read an excellent Treatiſe thereof, penned by that 
moſt learned Philoſopher, Phyſician, and Phoenix of his time, Conrade Geſner,

To 
be free from payment to the expences of the Knights of the Parliament for the 
country, Fitz. Nat. br. To be excepted from Court Leets, or the Sheriffs 
tourne, Regiſt. 181. The tenants in antient demeſne were of two ſorts, ei- 
ther free tenants by Charter, or cuſtomary tenants, which held by copy of 
Court-Roll, the free tenant might bring a writ of right cloſe, or a monſtrave- 
runt, the cuſtomary tenants a plaint in the baſe Court, Fitz. Nat. br. 11, 12. 
The free tenants hold their land in ſocage, and not Knight-ſervice; for land 
held by Knight-ſervice, was frank free, and not antient demeſne.

In the Hundred of Meſt-Goſcote, ſtanding upon the Eaſt fide of the foreſt 
of Charnewood. This Manor was formerly the inheritance of Hugh le De- 
ſpencer the younger; after whoſe attainder it was granted by Edward the Third, 
(10 Edw. III.) to Henry, Lord Beaumont of Folkingham, in the county of 
Lincoln; who bore “ Azure, flourette, a Lion rampant, Or ;” he built here a 
fair houſe, and incloſed the Park with a ſtone wall. This Henry was a French- 
man, and came into England with Margaret, daughter of Philip the Third, 
King of France, ſecond wite to King Edward the Firſt ; but as others write, 
with Iſabel, daughter of Philip le Beau, King of France, wife to Edward the 
Second ; concerning whoſe original parents, from whom he ſhould be defcend- 
ed, it is not certainly agreed. Some make him the ſon of Lewis (Lord Beau- 
mont, in right of his wife, daughter and heireſs of the Lord Beaumont in France) 
ſon of Charles, King of Naples, Sicily, and Jeruſalem, and of Margaret his 
wife, daughter of Otho, Earl of Nevers, niece of Hugh the fourth Duke of 
Burgundy ; which Charles died Anno 1284, and was ſon of Lewis the Eighth, 
and brother to St. Lewis, ninth King of France. For authority of which, I 
have ſeen an old roll in vellum, (in colours) containing this deſcent, found in 
the monaſtery of Rufford, in the county of Nottingham, lately in the cuſtody of 
Richard Stapleron, Eſq. deſcended from one of the heireſſes general of this 
Henry, Lord Beaumont. Others make this Henry, Lord Beaumont, to be ſon 
of Lewis de Acre, and Agnes his wife, daughter and heireſs of Richard, Lord 
Beaumont; which Lewis, they ſay, died 1285, and was the ſon of John de 
Bregne, Earl of Vienna, and laſt King of Jeruſalem, 1218, and of Berengaria 
his wife, daughter of Alfonſus, ninth King of Caſtile L 4 authority of which, 
1 never ſaw any proof or record. Only I find mentiò made by * Henninges 
and Reufner, in the genealogy of the Earl of Dreux, of Alfonſus, ſon of John 
de Bregne, King of Jeruſalem, that married Mary, daughter of Ralph, Earl 

of Eſſnau, and Joal his wife, daughter of Robert Earl of Dreux. + Henninges, 
in his Pedigree of the Kings of Jeruſalem, ſets down the iſſue of John de Bregne, 
King of Jeruſalem, by his firſt wife Joal, daughter of Conrade, Marquis of 
Montferrat, and Iſabel his wife, daughter of Almaric, King of Jeruſalem, to 
be only Joal, wife of Frederic the ſecond Emperor, and his iſſue, by his ſe- 
cond wife, Berengaria, to be only Martha, married to Baldwin, the ſecond 
Emperor of Conſtantinople, not naming there any iſſue male at all.

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To end this difference I cannot, but muſt leave it as I find it; but, if my 
opinion may pals current, I ſhould rather hold with the firſt, That the quar- 
tering of the Arms of Jeruſalem, with the Arms of Beaumont (as are to be ſeen 
in Loughborough Church, in this county, and in Barton-upon-Humber, in the 
county of Lincolnſhire) ſhould be any inducement for the proof of the deſcent 
from John de Bregne, I cannot fee; ſince that, the above- named Charles, King 
of Naples and Jeruſalem, quartered Jeruſalem with his own Coat, which was, 
France, ſeme, with a Label of five points, gules,” though * Leandro Alberto, 
will have it to be a Caſtle, gules, (as is to be ſcen in the Cathedral Church at 
Naples, where he was buried; and in the Nunnery of St. Clare of Naples, 
where moſt of the progeny of King Charles; as the Dukes of Durazza, Taranto, 
and others lie buried) ſo did the other Kings of Naples and Sicily (deſcended 
from the latter houſe of Anjou) quarter Jeruſalem with Naples, as is to be ſeen 
in the Arms of + Queen Margaret, wife to King Henry the Sixth, and daugh- 
ter of Reynar, Duke of Anjou, King of Naples and Sicily; and in the atchieve- 
ments of the Dukes of Lorrain and Guiſe, deſcended from Reynar. This 
Henry, Lord Beaumont, married Alice, daughter and co-heireſs of Alexander 
Comin, Earl of Bocquan in Scotland, ſon of Alexander Comin, Earl of Boc- 
quan, and Alice his wife, (by ſome called Elizabeth) daughter and co-heirefs 
of Roger de Quincey, Earl of Wincheſter, by which marriage he had great 
lands and poſſeſſions in this county. He was ſummoned by writ to Parliament, 
＋ the 7th year of Edward the Third, by the title of Henry Earl of Boughan, 
or Bucquan, and died the 14th year of Edward the Third. Of him deſcend- 
ed, John Lord Beaumont, created Viſcount Beaumont, by King Henry the 
Sixth, being the firlt ſince the Conqueſt, that was honoured with that title of 
dignity. S King Henry the Sixth was fo affectionate unto him, that he granted 
unto him, and to William Lord Bardolph, his ſon and heir apparent, 27 Hen. VI. 
that within their own territories, lordſhips, and juriſdictions, they ſhould make 
return of all writs, and ſhould have and receive all fines, forteitures, and amer- 
cements, and their tenants to be free from all ſuits of Court. He alſo grant- 
ed unto them, wreck of the ſea, free Warren and Court Leets, and alſo power 
and authority to chule Coroners and Clerks of the Market, within their own 
dominion and liberties : and further granted them, licence to have a peculiar 
priſon and goal for malefactors at Folkingham, Whitwick, in this county, and 
Wormegay, in the county of Norfolk. This John Viſcount Beaumont, ftick- 
ing cloſe to King Henry the Sixth, was ſlain at the battle of Northampton, 
the 38th of Henry the Sixth, 1459, his fon, William Viſcount Beaumont, Lord 
Bardolte, was afterwards attainted, the 3d of Edward the Fourth, and almoſt 
all his lands in this county given by King Edward the Fourth, to William, 
Lord Haſtings, which William Viſcount Beaumont was reſtored in blood by 
Act of Parliament, the firſt year of Henry VII. 

Queen Elizabeth gggnted this Manor to Sir William Hericke, Knight; he 
went Ambaſſador for M into Turkey, and was likewiſe one of the Tellers of 
the Exchequer, and enjoyed other places under the Crown, during the reign of 
King James the Firſt; in which family it has remained ever ſince. In 1730. 
the Manſion-houſe, built by Lord Beaumont, was taken down, and the preſent 
Manſion-houſe built in its place by the late William Hericke, Eſq. 

There 1s in the Hall a remarkable large chair, neatly carved, made of one 
ſolid oak tree, cut down in the Park, Anno 1690; the circumference of which 
meaſures 34 feet, the diameter 5 feet 10 inches. |

+ Roger Quincy, Earl of Wincheſter, Walter de Belgrave, and Hugh de Herd- 
burrow, held lands within this Manor; and the 20 of Edward the Third, the 
Abbot of Gerendon, in the county of Leiceſter, the Prior of Ware, in the 
county of Hertford ; the Prioreis of Gracedew, in the county of Leiceſter ; 
Lawrence de Belgrave, Edmund de Belgrave, John de Blaby, Richard de Plaby, 
William Penſax, and John Tayler, were fetzed of lands and tenements here, 
all held of the honour of Leiceiter, 

This place hath given the domination to the antient family of Belgrave, which 
hath ſpread itſelf into many branches, ſome yet in being and in this country. Their 
Coat of Armour is “ Gules a Chevron Ermine between three Maſcles Arg.” 
Of this family, the firſt that I find, was William de Pelgrave, to whom Robert 
Blanchmaines, Earl of Leicelter, in the reign of King iHenry the Second, gave 
lands in Belgrave. Of this houſe was Richard de Belgrave, remembered b 
＋ John Leland, in his book, de Scriptoribus illuſtribus Anglia; and by John Bale 
in his eleventh Century of the Writers cf Great Britain, who having collected 
almoſt all his whole work out of Leland, ſuppreſſeth the Author's name for 
the moſt part, very ſeldom, or not. at all naming him. This John Leland, 
was ſometimes Feliow of Chriſt's College in Cambridge, as hiniſelf faith in the 
ſaid book, in the Life of King Sebert, tolio 50. and had a Commiſſion granted 
him by King Henry the Eighth, in the 25th year of his reign; to view, peruſe, 
and take to his own ute, any record or manulcript, in any Abbey, or religious 
houſe within the realm: Our of which records he collected many things toge- 
ther into divers books, four volumes of which I have in my cuſtody, and muſt 
truly acknowledge them to have afforded me many worthy notes of antiquity. 
This Richard Belgrave, was born at this place, brought up at Cambridge, where 
he became an excellent Divine, and a good School-man; he wrote one book of 
Theological Determinations, another book of Ordinary Queſtions he lived in 
the time of King Edward the Second, 1 320.

In the North {fide of the Church ſtandeth a very antient Monument of ſtone 
raiſed, with a proportion of a woman neatly carved and painted ; which was 
erected for Roiſe de Verden, founder of Gracediew Nunnery, and at the diſſo- 
lution of the Abbeys in the time of King Henry the Eighth, was tranſlated 
from thence, and here placed.

Standing upon the utmoſt part of the Shire, almoſt upon the very mere; fo 


that to ſay, whether to be of Lincoln, or Leiceſter, I cannot directly affirm; 


this roll of 5 Hen. III. here below vouched, doth ſhew, that it is in the count 

of Leiceſter, upon which ground I have here inſerted it. The Caſtle is certainly 
of Lincolnſhire, ſtanding upan the top of a very lofty hill, containing from 
the foot to the top, about two hundred ſteps, yielding every way a molt deli- 
cious and plealing proſpect, being accounted one of the beſt proſpects in the 
land. I have often viewed this Caſtle from the place where I dwell, at Falde 
n ar Tutbury, in the county of Stafford, with the help of a proſpective glaſs, 
Lac diſtance of 32 miles. Of this fair proſpect, it hath this French name of

Camden ſays) by Totney a Norman; but (under his favour) I rather think it 
to be founded by one of the houſe of Albaney,whoſe firſt name might be (per- 
haps) Totney ; my reaſon is, for that I have ſeen, antient Records about the 
time of King Henry tne Firſt, or perhaps older, proving the Albanies to be 
reſident here, who were true Natives of this land, and no Normans or 
ſtrangers, for I have found them twice or thrice written with this addition, 
Willimus de Albaniaco Brito. The heir general of Albany was married to Roſs 
of Hamlake, whoſe heir general was married unto Mannors, from whom is de 
ſcended the Right Honourable the Earl of Rutland, now Lord or this Caſtle. 
This Priory (* fays Leland) was founded by Robert de Belvoir, foe Totney, 
and was dedicated to the Virgin Mary, and was of the Order of Black Monks 
of St. Albans, to which houſe it was a cell (as Leland lays).

In the Hundred of Guthlakefter, This Manor was long ago the antient inhe- 
ritance of Theobald Lord Verdon, who held it of Roger Ear] of Wincheſter, by 
a whole Knight's fee. From Verdon it came to the Lord Furnivall, who mar- 
ried one of the co-heirs of the laſt Lord Verdon; Furnivalls heireſs was married 
to Thomas Nevill, Lord Furnivall, in the right of his wife; whoſe ſole daughter 
and heireſs, Maud, was married to John Talbot, firſt Earl of Shrewſbury, that 
famous ſoldier, fo much renowned for his valour in France; who ſerved there 
under King Henry the Sixth, by the ſpace of twenty-four years, and was Main, 
together with his fon, John Talbot Viſcount Lifle, at the battle of Chaſtillon 
in France, 2oth July, 1453, 31 Hen. VI. After whoſe deceaſe, all the towns 
preſently ſurrendered themſelves to the Frenchmen, inſomuch, that the whole 
Duchy of * Aquitaine, which had continued in the poſſeſſion of the Engliſh 
trom the year 1155, unto the year 1453, by the ſpace of three hundred years, by 
the marriage of Eleanor, daughter and heireſs of William Duke of Aquitaine, 
wife to King Henry the Second, was finally reduced and brought back again 
to the obedience and government of the French ; within which Duchy were tour 
Archbiſhopricks, 24 Biſhopricks, 15 Earldoms, 202 Baronies, 1000 Captain- 
ſhips and Bailiwicks. This Manor was lately in the poſſeſſion of Gilbert Tal- 
bot, Earl of Shrewſbury, who died in 1616. ©

For diſtinction, from another of the ſame name in the Hundred of Gertre, 
commonly called, Market Boſworth; it is in the Hundred of Sparkenhoe, 
loftily ſituated upon a hill, in a wholeſome and pleaſant air, and in a fruit- 
ful and fertile foil, both for corn and graſs. This Town is famous for two 
things; for the battle of King Richard the Third, called King Richard's field; 
and for the Harecourts, ſometimes Lords thereof; not that this battle was fought 
at this place (it being tought in a large flat plain, and ſpacious ground, three 
miles diſtant from this town; between the towns of Shenton, Sutton, Dad- 
lington and Stoke: but as this town was the moſt worthy of note, near 
adjacent, and it was therefore called 4 Boſworth Field. That that battle 
was fought in this place, appears by many things remarkable: by a little 
Mount caſt up, where the common report is, that at the firſt beginning of 


the battle, Henry Earl of Richmond, made his Parænetical Oration to his 


army : by divers of pieces of armor, weapons and other warlike accoutrements, 
and by many arrow-heads found here; whereof, about twenty years ſince, at 
the incloſure of the Lordſhip of Stoke, great ſtore were dug up, ſome of 
which I have now in my cuſtody, being of a long, large and big proportion, 
far greater than any now 1n uſe. As alſo by relation of the inhabitants, 
who have many occurrences and paſſages, yet freſh in memory ; by reaſon, 
that ſome perſons thereabouts, who ſaw the battle fought, were living within 
leſs than forty years: of which perſons myſelt have ſeen ſome, and have heard of 
their diſcourles, though related by the ſecond hand. Henry Earl of Rich- 
mond, having gained here the victory, the 22d of Auguſt, 1485; was after 
the death of King Richard the Third, (whoſe whole lite and hiſtory, is wor- 
thily penned, by that religious, and learned Sir Thomas More, Knight, L.ord 
Chancellor of England, under King Henry the Eighth,) crowned by the name 
of King Henry the Seventh: whole happy marriage with Elizabeth, eldeſt

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daughter of King Edward the Fourth, made an union of the Two Houſes 
of York and Lancaſter. This Manor did antiently belong to the Earls 
of Leiceſter, and (by partition) came to Saer de Quincy, Earl of Wincheſter, 
who married Margaret, ſiſter and co-heireſs of“ Robert Fitzparnell, Earl of Lei- 
ceſter. Saer de Quincy gave this Manor to Richard de Harecourt, fon of 
William de Harecourt, ot Stanton Harecourt, in the County of Oxon, with 
Arabella, his daughter in marriage, about the latter end of the reign of 
King John, to be held of him by a whole Knight's fee. This family of 
Harecourt, came originally out of France, about, or near the time of 
the Conqueſt; for in Henry the Firſt's time, I find them often witneſſes to 
deeds of the Earl of Leiceſter, and by this deed, made about the ſame time, 
as it ſhould ſeem by the hand, and the Saxon Characters there uſed, (now in 
my cuſtody) viz. Simon de Harecourt, omnibus Domini, ſuis & amicis Clericis 
& laicis 7 omnibus hominibus ſuis Francis, 7 Anglis tam preſentibus, quam futuris 
ſalutem. Sciatis me reddidiſſe Nicho : de Eſſebroc filio Thome terram de Brocheltia, 
7 ſortum ſub Hurleia, (Com. War.) Sc. In the 17 of Hen. III. 1232. Richard 
de Harecourt gave a meſſuage in Froleſworth, (Com. Leic.) to Stephen de 
Anvers, by deed, bearing the ſame date: the ſeal very great and large; 
wherein is the proportion of an armed Knight on horſe back, holding a ſhield 
with two bars, and capariſoned with the ſame; upon the reverſe thereot, 
an Eſcutcheon, with two bars. Richard de Harecourt, purchaſed of King 
Edward the Firſt the market on Wedneſday, and a Fair upon St. Peter's day, 
the 29th of June, anno. 13 Edw. I. + This houſe was of great antiquity in 
France, as is reported by Jean le Feron, one of the advocates of the Parlia- 
ment in France, (who wrote in the time of Edward the Sixth) in his cata- 
logue, of the chief officers of ſtate in France. In his chapter of the Marſhals 
of France, ſpeaking of John de Harecourt, Marſhal of France,, under King 
Philip le Beau, 1286, blazeth his coat in this manner: “ portois de gules a 
deux faces d'or,” (the ſame coat which is now borne by them here in England) 
and there farther ſays; that this family had continued more than 800 years, as 
ſhould appear by genealogy of them drawn by him. They were afterwards honour- 
ed with the titles of Count Harecourt and Aumale. John, lait Count Harecourt, 
left one only daughter and heireſs, Mary, married to Anthony, Count Vaudi- 
mount, from whom (as | Monſieur Roſiere, a French Herald in his ſtemmes of 
the houſe of Lorraine, writes) were deſcended Charles, Duke of Lorraine, who 
died 1608, and Henry Duke of Guiſe, flain at Bois St Vincent, by the command 
of King Henry the Third, 1588. This Manor continued m the name of 
Harecourt, till the time of King Henry the Eighth; in whoſe reign, (as I take 
it) it came to the Marquis of Dorſet; and after the attainder of Henry Grey, 
Duke of Suffolk, and Marquis of Dorſet, it came to the Earl of Hunting- 
ton; from whom it was paſſed to Sir Wolſtan Dixey, Knight; a worthy 
Citizen and Mayor of London; who in 1586, built here a fair Free School, 
of Aſhler Stone, for Grammar Scholars, and endowed it with 20l. lands by 
the year, and a very fair houſe of the ſame Stone; who dying without iſſue, 
it came to Sir Wolſtan Dixey, Knight, his Nephew and heir, who now en-

In the Hundred of Weft Goſcote, ſtanding upon the border of Charnwood 
Foreſt. This Manor did belong to the Earls of Leiceſter, and (by partition) 
came to Ferrers; from Ferrers (by deſcent) it came to Grey, from whom it 
deſcended to Thomas Grey, Marquis of Dorſet, who in the time of King Henry 

the Eighth, built here a very fair, large, and beautiful houſe, inhabited after- 
wards by his ſon Henry Grey, Duke of Suffolk : it is now the ſeat of Henry Grey 
of Groby, deſcended from the ſaid Thomas, Marquis of Dorſet ; of whom I can- 
not here omit one memorable paſſage : That whereas not many years ſince, the 
Collegiate Church of Aſtley, in the county of Warwick, (founded in the time 
of Edward the Third, by Thomas Lord Aſtley, whoſe heireſs general was mar- 
ried to the anceſtor of the Marquis) a moſt rare and beautiful piece ot work, 
fell down; and a Chancel was newly to be erected by the Parochians, the vault 
wherein the body of this + Marquis was Jayed, was opened, and therein a great, 
large, and long coffin of wood found, which, at the curious deſire of ſome, and 
earneſt motion of others, was then burſt open, myſelf being there'preſent, 1608, 
whoſe body, having lain there for the ſpace of 78 years, (for he died the 10th 
of October 1530, the 22d of Hen. VIII.) was, at the cutting open of the cere- 
cloth viewed perfect, and found nothing corrupted, the fleſh of the body no- 
thing periſhed or hardened, but in colour, proportion and ſoftneſs, ali ke to 
any ordinary corps newly to be interred, his body large of length, fix fect 
wanting four inches, his hair yellow, his face broad; which might ſeem to be 
thus preſerved by the ſtrong embalming thereof: For as St. Gregory, writing 
upon the Canticles, ſaith, Mortuorum corpora myrrba condita fuifſe perkibentur ne 
putreſcerent. The bodies of the dead were embalmed with myrrh, that they 
might not putrify.” And Þf Aimonius ſays, that dead corps were accuſtomed 
to be annointed with rare ointments, coſtly ſpices, and exquiſite confections, 
and ſo layed in the monument. The reaſon St. Origen delivers in his fifth book 
againſt Celſus, Humana corpora, ut anime domicilia & ſanctioris præcipue, ha: 
gudquam ſunt rejicienda, quippe que ex optimarum legum permiſſu cum honoribus qui

his haberi paſſunt ſepultura ſolemni dignantur. In all countries, Greek, Hebrew, 
Egyptian, Roman, and Barbarian, this curious and ſolemn manner of burial 
has ever been accuſtomed ; but the moſt coſtly, and exquiſite were the Ægyp- 
tians, where the bodies that are now dug up about Alexandria, but chiefly 
about Cairo, are brought to Europe, and ſold for the beſt Mummy. The Xgyp- 
tians, (ſaith * Feter Bellon in his Obſervations, in his book, the 24th chapter) 
expecting the reſurrection of the dead, did hold it a great misfortune, to ſuffer 
the dead bodies to be conſumed by the four elements, and therefore did em- 
balm them in the beſt manner they could, which Pomponius Mela called 
Funera medicata; and Pliny, ſervata corpora ; thoſe which had the greater wealth, 
beſtowed the more ſumptuous funerals. The chief thing which they uſed 
for the preſervation of them, was a drug called Cedria. And whoever is de- 
firous to know the ſeveral manners and faſhions of the funerals of each coun- 
try, may read + Lilius Gregorius Giraldus de ſepulturis; Hieronymus Magius; Tnno- 
centio Cibo. And Peter Meriot, who hath ſet down the pictures and propor- 
tion of them finely cut, and printed at Lyons, 1556. And Onuphrius Pa- 
nunius, who hath written of the matter of burials amongſt the antient Chriſtians, 
printed at the end of Platiza de Vitis Pontificum Romanorum.

B U R R O W, 


In the Hundred of Gertre, antiently called Erdburrow; ſtands near to the 
confines of Rutlandſhire. Mr. Camden does conjecture, that this place ſhould 
be that Vernometum, mentioned by Antomine the Emperor, in his [tinerarium, 
by reaſon of the true diſtance between Rate and Verometum: And (his words 
be theſe) the name of * Burrow, alſo that it has at this day, came from BuR , 
which in the Saxon tongue, ſignifies a place fortified, and under it is a Town 
called Burrowe, belonging to an old family of Gentlemen ſo ſurnamed; but (that 
which makes moſt for the proof) in that very place there riſes up a hill, with 
a ſteep and upright aſcent on every ſide but South-eaſtward; in the top whereof, 
appears the expreſs tokens of a Town deſtroyed, a double trench, and the very 
tract where the walls went, which incloſed about 18 Acres within; at this day 
it is arable ground, and in nothing ſo famous as in this, that the youths dwelling 
near thereunto, were wont yearly to exerciſe themſelves in Wreſtling and other 
{ports in this place: and out of the very name, a man may conjecture that there 
ſtood ſome great temple of the heathen Gods; for the word Vernometum in the 
old Gauls language, (which was the ſame with the old Britains tongue) ſignifieth

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as much as a great Temple, as Venantius Fortunatus, in his firſt book of his ſongs 
does ſhew, writing of Vernometum, a town of Gaul, in theſs verſes: 


Nomine Vernomine, volvit vocitare vetuſtas. 
—.— Quod quaſi fanum ingens Gallica lingua ſonat. 


In older times, this place they termed by the name of Yernomet, which 
ſounds in language of the Gauls, as much as Temple Great. In the 19th of 
Edw. II. Roger Bellere was Lord of this Manor: one Robert de Stokeden was 
afterwards Lord thereof, and his heirs for many years after, as it appears by the 
Epitaphs upon their Monuments in the Church there. In the 2oth of Edw. III. 
*Robert de Stokeden, William de Burgh, and Ralph de Gaddeſby, held land 
here of Sir Antikell Malory.

John de Lawarre was ſeized of two parts of 
this Manor, held of the honour of Leiceſter, which afterwards deſcended to the 
Weſts, who married the heir general. In 14 of Hen. IV. Sir Thomas Weſt 
was Lord of this Manor. It 1s in the pariſh of Belgrave, and hath a pretty 
Chapel, with a ſpire ſteeple, in which there is neither Arms nor Monuments.

In the Hundred of Eaſt-Goſcote, upon the fide of Nottinghamſhire. Within 
this Lordſhip (not long ſince) has been found a quarry of alabaſter, and 
white ſtone, ſerving for cutters and picture-makers for itatues, tombs, and pro- 
portions, but not altogether ſo hard or clear, as that ſtone which is gotten in the 
Caſtle-hey Park near Tutbury, or in the quarries at Falde near adjoining ; 
where in a mount called Nantmorehull, myſelf have a rock of the ſame ſtone. 
In the 4 of Edward the Third, William Boteler,. Baron of Wemme, John de 
Segrave, Thomas de Chaworth, Stephen de Nevill, were feized of certain lands 
here, held of the honour of Leiceſter. In the 20 Edw. III. John de Nevill, 
Robert Pouterell, and the Abbot of Gerendon, held lands here, held of the 
lame honour. It is in the pariſh of Preſt-would. King Henry the Third,

In the Hundred of Framland; ſo called of Lazers, or Leprous perſons, who 
had a large and fair Hoſpital here. This diſeaſe in Greek is called Elephantiafis, 
for theſe Leper's-ſKins are like the Elephants, rough, with black wanniſh 
ſpots, and dry parched ſcales and ſcurf, or for that it is commonly a long 
continued paſſion, as an Elephant is a beaſt of a long life. It is defcribed by 
Nicholas Piſo, in his book De Cognoſcendis & curandis morbis, &c. the laſt 
chapter, to be an infectious and fretting humour of the whole body. + The 
cauſe he here delivers, to be a melancholy humour, mix'd with a bloody maſs, 
and brought to the ſkin, and outward parts, or ſome hereditary diſeaſe from the 
parents; an ill diet, the hemorroides, the varices, or veins in the body full of 
melancholy humours ſtopped and reſtrained, and ſometimes Lues venerea ; what 
the affects, ſymptoms, prognoſticks, and cures of this diſeaſe are, are there by 
him ſet down in the lame chapter. It is thought by ſome, that this diſeaſe came 
fhrit out of Ægypt into Europe, and ſo into this iſland, in the time of Pompey 
the Great, about 60 years before the Incarnation of Chriſt ; afterwards, under 
Heraclius the Emperor, about the year of Chriſt's Nativity, 606, and at other 
times after, This Hoſpital was founded about the time of King Hen. I. and 
( | as Leland ſays) by the Lord Mowbray, for a Maſter, and eight Brethren, 
which did profeſs the order of St. Auguſtine, and in their common ſeal (one 
of which I have) they gave the picture of St. Auguſtine, with two Eſcutcheons, 
one of Mowbray, the other a red croſs in a white field. This houſe was the 
head of all the ſpittle houſes in this land, and itſelf was ſubject to the houſe of 
Lazers in Jeruſalem. That this was the head of the reſt, appears by that induſtri- 
ous Chronologiſt & John Stowe, in his Survey of London, in which was an Hol- 
pital for Leprous people, founded by Queen Maud, wife to King Henry I. 1117.

I cannot here omir 
one obſervation, which (by ſome) hath been made of the naturaliſts of this town, | 
that all thoſe who are born here, have an harſh and rattling kind of ſpeech, | 
uttering their words with much difficulty, and wharling in the throat, and can- 
not well pronounce the letter R; which, whether it be from ſome peculiar pro- 
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perty of the water, ſoil, or air, or by ſome ſecret effect or operation of nature, 
cannot well diſcover. That water does produce ſtrange effects, appears 
* by John Anbanus Bohemus, who writes, that, that natural ſwelling or wen, which 
the inhabitants of Bern, a province in Germany; and of Steremarch near 
Auſtria, have under their chins, is cauſed by their water, which is made of the 
diſſolved ſnow which runs from the Alps. + And John Bodin ſays, that ſome fa- 
milies at Labdoim in Guienne, in France, that naturally ſtut and ſtammer, which 
he takes to proceed from the nature of their waters. For the foil, it is ob- 
ſerved both by Phyſicians and Geographers, that thoſe who dwell in barren, 
hungry, and hilly countries, are ingenious, ſubtile, acute, healthful, not ſub- 
ject to ſickneſſes, or any infectious diſeaſe ; but thoſe which inhabit low grounds, 
moors and marſhes, arc dull, heavy, unapt, and incident to many infirmities. 
The Egyptians are merry, quick, and of a rare invention, which is by reaſon 
of the barrenneſs of the ſoil. The Bocetians in Greece, flow, dull and heavy, 
by reaſon of their abode in ſuch vaporous an unwholeſome marſhes. And in 
one and the ſelf ſame country of Italy, as 4 Leandro Alberto writes; and in 
France, as Maginus ſhews, the very ſelf ſame difference is by both them taken. 
And in our own country of England, it hath been remarked by many, that if 
a Foreigner comes to abide in any of the marſhes of Kent, Norfolk, or 
Somerſetſhire, or in the fenns of Lincolnſhire or Cambridgeſhire ; he will ſoon 
be caught by the back (by the baily of Marſhland) by ſome ague, diſeaſe, 
or ſuch diſtemper. | | 

That the air has its operations, appears from & Bodin, who holds, that ſeveral 
airs, cauſe ſeveral conſtitutions of bodies, and ſeveral temperatures. | And Le- 
vinus Lemnius ſays, that the air alone works upon the body, giving thereto 
ſeveral attributes, and is able to make one well or ſick, to alter and change the 
body and mind. And as I remember, in the year 1592, when Queen Elizabeth 


came in progreſs to Oxford. (I then being a ſtudent in Brazen-noſe College) 


amongſt many queſtions, which were diſcuſſed in St. Mary's, before her Ma- 
jeſty, there was one in Phyſic; Whether that the air, or meat or drink, did 
moſt change a man? And a merry Doctor, Doctor Ratcliffe, going about 


to prove the negative, ſhewed a large big body, a great fat belly, a ſide 
waiſt, all, as he ſaid, ſo changed by meat and drink, deſiring to ſee any there 


ſo metamorphiſed by the air. But it was concluded (by the Moderators) in the 
affirmative, that the air had greater power of change. But I muſt confeſs, that 
thoſe elements are out of my knowledge, and therefore muſt refer the Reader 
to the learned Works of ** Joſepho Struthio, (an Italian) de recendita rerum na- 
tura.

Lying upon the North-weſt part of the county, near Loughborough: I 
am informed, it is fomewhat ſquare, of a hard barren foil, full of hills, 
woods, rocks of ſtone, tors, and dells of a kind of ſlate. This Foreſt is well 
deſcribed by Mr. Drayton, in his Polyolbion, (the 26th long.) This Foreſt has 
been very antient, long before the Conquett, as all Foreits of England were, 
excepting two; one called New Foreſt in Hampthire, made by King William 
the Conqueror; the other called the Foreſt of Hampton Court in Surrey and 
Middleſex, made by King Henry the Eighth, in the 311t year of his reign, by 
Act of Parliament. It ſhould ſeem that this Foreſt (as many others in this 
realm) had been diſafforeſted ſoon after the Conqueſt, and that by King Henry 
the Second it was afforeſted again; which, by King Henry the Third, his grand- 
child was again diſafforeſted; as by the deed here tet down, may appear, which 
was after exemplified by King Henry the Sixth, in hec verba.

and that for theſe differences, mentioned by Mr. Manwood, in his Treatiſe of 
the Foreſt Laws. A Chace has no particular laws that are proper to a chace 
only; for all offenders in a chace, are to be puniſhed by the Common Law. 
and not by Foreſt Law, nor by any Law peculiar only to a chace. A Chace 
hath no ſuch Officers as a Foreſt has; for it has neither Verderors, Foreſters, 
Regarders, or Regiſters, but only Keepers and Woodwards, A Chace hath no | 
Court of Attachments, Swainmote, or Juſtice Seat, as a Foreſt has; all which 
this of Leiceſter has not, and therefore is no Foreſt. Next, this Chace of 
Leiceſter hath continued (time out of mind) repleniſhed with Deer and Game; 
but this Foreſt of Charnwood (never ſince the deafforeſtation thereof) has had

The Roman Emperors (as Marquarà Trahere, in his Diatribus, upon a piece 
of coin of Conſtantine Paleologus, the laſt Emperor of Conſtantinople, well 
obſerves) were very careful in the graving and ſtamping of their coins, hold- 
ing it no ſmall luſtre and ornament to their Majeſties, to have their deviſes 
neatly cut, and their faces made to the life; which was performed with ſuch 
exquiſite art, though many of them (of ſeveral forts) were mingled together ; 
yet by a judicious 'beholder's view of the favour and phyſiognomy, without 
reading the inſcription, they might very eaſily be diſtinguiſhed ; which curi- 
ous obſervance of theirs, continued from the time of Julius Czar, until about 
the reign of Conſtantine the Great, at which time it began to decline, and was 
not revived again, until many hundred years after. Of theſe coins many have 
written, as Levinus, Hulſius, Abraham Gorleus, AEneas Vicus; but chiefly 
Adoltus Occo, a Phyſician of Auſperge in Germany, who has ſet down the in- 
ſeriptions of them, and in words hath deſcribed the deviſes. Others have cauſed 
the Coins to be cut, and printed, as near to the Medal itſelf as they could; 
as namely, Erizzo an Italian, Jacobus a Bre, from Julius Cæſar to Valen- 
tinian, printed 1617; but more general and curious are H. Goltzius, whoſe 
large Theſaurus of them in ſeveral tomes, ſhews his induſtry and genius there- 
in. And Octavius de Strada, a Roſberg Courtier, and Antiquary in Ordinary 
to the laſt Emperor Rodolfus ; who from Julius Ceſar, hath written briefly 

the lives and genealogies, and ſet down the Coins and Medals of all the Em- 
perors, both of the Eaſt and Weſt, unto the Emperor Matthias, curiouſly cut 
in copper, and printed 1615. 

Of the Roman Inſcriptions have written: Marcus Velſer, Johannes Gruter, 
Martin Smete, Juſtus Lipſius, in large volumes; and John Boiſſard, in ſix 
volumes, with the prints cut in copper, printed 1600. And for our own coun- 
try, the right worthy, judicious, and nobly deſcended Sir Rober: Cotron, 
Knight and Baronet, hath collected together ſo many as hitherto have been 
found, or diſcovered in this land.

This Manor was antiently the inheritance 
of William de Haſtings, Lord Steward of the Houſhold to King Henry the 
Second, from whom lineally deſcended Henry Haſtings, created Baron Aber- 
gavenny, in the right of Joan his wife, daughter and heireſs of William de 
Cantelupe, Lord Abergavenny, from whom deſcended lineally Lawrence, cre- 
ated Earl of Pembroke, whole grand-child, John Earl of Pembroke, dying 
without iſſue, all his Lands, Manors, and Tenements, deſcended and came to 
Reginald, Lord Grey of Ruthin, as couſin and next heir to the ſaid John Ear! 
of Pembroke, by Elizabeth, grand-mother of the ſaid Reginald, who was 
daughter of John Haſtings, Lord Abergavenny, and great aunt to the laſt John 
Ear] of Pembroke, Philippa, the widow of this laſt John, Earl of Pembroke, 
was married to Richard Earl of Arundell, and was endowed with part 
of this Manor. Theſe Lord Haſtings (long before the ſtatute of O 
Emplores terrarum, made the 13 of Edw. I.) gave certain lands within the 
ſaid Manor to divers perſons, to be held of the ſaid Manor by ſeveral tenures. 
The above-named Reginald Lord Grey of Ruthin, gave this Manor, with the 
Manor of Barwell, and other lands, in the county of Leiceſter, to Sir John 
Grey his younger ſon, John Grey of Barwell, Eſq. deſcended lineally from the 
ſaid Sir John Grey; in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, he ſold this Manor, wit! 
the Court Leet thereto belonging, to my father Ralph Burton of Lindley, Eiq. 
and it is now the inheritance of me William Burton, ſon and heir of the {aid 
Ralph Burton. This Town ſtands upon a little hill, having a diſcent every 
way; it is not far from Boſworth, and near to the place where King Richard 
the Third fought the battle. The ſoil is generally exceeding good, both for 


corn and graſs, ſound and certain, not interior to any within that Hundred. 


It is in the pariſh of Hinkley, and has a Chapel dedicated to St. James, in the 

church-yard, whereof many of the dead bodies (ſlain at the ſaid battle) were 

buried.

In the Hundred of Eaſt-Goſcote, called alſo Dalby Chacombe, for the greateſt 
part of it belonged to the Priory of Chacombe, in the county of Northampton, 
founded by one Hugh de Anaf, called afterwards de Chacombe, a Norman, about 
the time of the Conqueſt; from whom deſcended the Lords Segrave, afterwards 
Patrons of this Priory z whoſe deſcent (as I had it out of an old manuſcript, 
now in the hands of the Honourable and Right Learned Lord William 
Howard of Naworth Caſtle) I will here ſet down in the ſame words.

In the Hundred of Eaft-Goſcote; ſo called from its ſite on the hills, in the 
north part of this county. Would, ſignifies in the Saxon tongue, an hill, mount, 
or high place. This manor was given by Robert de Beaumont, called Boſſue, 
Earl of Leiceſter, (about the time of King Henry II.) unto the Knights Hoſpi- 
taliers, of St. John of Jeruſalem, 

T his religious order of the Knights Hoſpitaliers began about 1124, 35 Hen. 
I. after the recovery of Jeruſalem, by that tamous Godfrey of Bullen, and by 
folemn vow, they were bound to ſerve pilgrims and other poor paſſengers in 
the Hoſpital of St. John at Jeruſalem, where was the principal ſeat of the order. 
But Jeruſalem being loſt, Anno 1187, and the Chriſtians quite expelled, the 
Knights Hoſpitalers conquered the Iſle of Rhodes about 1 308, 2 Edward II. and 
in the chief City thereof called Rhodes, fixed their principal ſeat; which 
City was famous for two things, firſt, for the ſite and ſtrength thereof, ſtand- 
ing upon the ſea, and compaſſed with treble ſtrong walls and trenches, having 
an excceding large and ſafe haven at the entrance into the City; the plot whereof 
is ſet down in + Brune's Theatre of Cities, (1ſt part 30 Map.) Next, for that 
great and large moles or ſtatue called the Coloſſus, made to the proportion of a 
man, (in honor of the ſun) by Chares the Scholar of Lyſippus, that excellent 
ſtatuary and founder, ſo much admired by King Alexander the Great, wrought 
in Copper in the ſpace of twelve years, at the charge of 300 talents of Gold, by 
the appointment of Demetrius King of Macedon, about goo years before the in- 
carnation of Chriſt. It was 70 cubits or 35 yards high, and ſet (as ſome write) 
with the feet ſtanding upon two rocks at the mouth of the Haven, under which 
the greateſt Ship might paſs in her ruff, without vailing or ſtriking ſail. It fell 
down by an Earthquake, about 56 years after the raiſing of it; and ſo lying (as 
Pliny reports) it yielded greater wonder to the beholders, for the circumference of 
the thumbs was ſuch, that few men could fathom them, the fingers were equal to 
ordinary ſtatues; within the body were ſeen large ſtones of great ſize, with which 
the whole maſs was poiſed. Amongſt the ſeven wonders of the world, this 
was reckoned the greateſt, It was afterwards ſet up again, and ſo ſtood ' till the

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year of our Lord 655. at which time (as * George Cedrenus, a Grecian, in his 
annals reports) Moavias, by Cedrenus called Mabias, the Caliph of Egypt and 
Syria, having gained a great victory over Conſtans the Emperor, fon of Heraclius 
the Emperor, won the whole iſle of Rhodes, and overthrew this Coloſſus, after 
it had ſtood (from the firſt erection thereof) almoſt 1000 years, but as Cedrenus 
ſays, 1365; with the copper thereof he loaded goo Camels, and brought ir 
by land to Alexandria in Egypt. In imitation hereof (as Pliny reports, Lib. 
35. cap. 7.) the Emperor Nero, cauſed his ſtatue to be made 120 feet high. 
Of this Coloſſus, the Rhodians were called Coloſſians; to whom by that name 
St. Paul (as Cedrenus 1s of opinion) wrote his Epiſtle from Rome, who had 
been before at Rhodes, as appears by the 21ſt chapter of the Acts of the Apoſtles, 
verſe 1. But when that mighty Turkiſh Emperor Sultan Solyman, in the year 
1522, had won the whole Iſle and City of Rhodes; theſe Knights removed to 
Malta, where the grand Maſter now reſides. This order grew to ſo great an 
eſtate and wondertul riches, that they had within Chriſtendom, in the year 1240. 
25 of Henry III. 19000 Lordſhips or Manors; of which order, reſpecting their 
eſtate, greatneſs ordinances, valour, and worthy acts performed againit the 
Turks, Saracens; Arabians, and Pagans, Henry Panteleon has written a 
large volume, from 600 years ago, to the year 1581, printed at Baſil, 1581. 
The chief ſeat of this order in England, was in the Welt Suburbs of London, 
near Smithfield, where they had a ſumptuous houſe, and a very large Church. 
This order was ſuppreſſed 32 Henry VIII. by act of Parliament, and the whole 
lands and poſſeſſions thereof given to the King, which were then valued yearly 
at 33851. 19s. 8d. It is not long ſince I ſaw a Manuſcript of certain acts and 
ordinances made by this order; as alſo of the value or rent of all their lands in 
England, made, as it ſeems, 46 Edward III. which is now in the cuſtody of 
Mr. Fowler of St. Thomas, near Stafford, and was lent to me by the learned and 
my very good friend Mr. Thomas Allen of Glouceſter-Hall, in Oxford, out of 
which I tranſcribed theſe few lines concerning Dalby, in thete words.

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This Manor (not many years ago) was the inheritance of Sir Andrew Noell, 
Knight, whoſe fon Edward, Lord Notll, fold the ſame not long ſince, to the 
illuſtrious and Right Honourable George, Marquis of Buckingham. I cannot 
here let paſs, unremembered, a worthy Gentleman, Mr. Henry Noell, brother 
to the ſaid Sir Andrew Notll, one of the Gentlemen Penſioners to Queen Eli- 
zabeth. A man for perſonage, parentage, grace, geſture, valour, and many 
excellent parts, inferior to none of his rank in the Court, who though his lands 
and places were but ſmall, having nothing known certain but his annuity 
and his penſion; yet in ſtare, pomp, magnificence and expences did equalize 
Barons of great worth. If any ſhall demand whence this proceeded, I muſt 
make anſwer with that Spaniſh proverb: 


Aquello qual vienne de arriba Ninguno lo pregunta. 
That which cometh from above, let no man queſtion. 


This is the man of whom a great * Perſonage made this Enigmatical diſtich. 


The word of denial, and letter of fifty, 
1s that Gentleman's name that will never be thiiſiy. 


He being challenged (as I have heard) by an Italian Gentleman, at the Ba- 
loune (a kind of play with a great ball, toſſed with wooden braces upon the 
arm) uſed therein ſuch violent motion, and did ſo over-heat his blood, that 
he fell into a burning, fever, and ſhortly after died, 26th of February, 1596, 
and was, by her Majeſty's appointment, buricd in the Abbey Church of Weit- 
minſter, in the Chapel of St. Andrew. |

"CASTLE DGUNING TON. 


Standing upon the Trent fide, upon the very edge of Derbyſhire; ſo called 
of an antient Caſtle built there, by Euſtatius, Baron of Houlton, and Conſta- 
ble of Cheſter, lineal anceſtor unto + Henry Lacie, Earl of Lincoln; who pur— 
chaſed thereto of King Edward the Firſt, a Marker, and a Fair, the 6 dw. I. 
which are now vaniſhed and diſcontinued. Whoſe daughter and ſole heireſs, 
Alice, was married to Thomas, Earl of Lancaſter, and brought unto him al! 
her father's lands and poſſeſſions, and aſſured to him, though ſhe had no iſſue by 
him. But Thomas, Earl of Lancaſter, being beheaded 1322, in the 16 of King 
Edward the Second, King Edward II. gave this Caſtle and Manor to Hugi 
le Deſpencer the younger, who being not long after attainted and beheaded, 
the ſame King gave the ſame (in as ample manner) unto Edmund of Wood- 
ſtock, Earl of Kent, his brother. And in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, George, 
Earl of Huntington, bought the Caſtle and Park of her Majeſty's grant, and 
hath quite ruinated the Caſtle, but built a fair houſe in the Park. 

In the 24th of Henry the Sixth, one Robert Staunton was ſeized of certain

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It ſeems, that this Church was after impropriate to this Priory of Norton, 
in Cheſhire, founded by William, Baron of Haulton, Conſtable of Cheſter, 
brother to Euſtatius, founder of the Caſtle, who were ſons of Nigellus, a Nor- 
man, to whom Hugh Lupus, Earl of Cheſter, gave the Manor of Haulton, 
and made him Baron thereof, and Conſtable of Cheſter, ro him and his heirs. 
Richard, ſon of Euſtatius, married Albedra de Liſeurs, heireſs of Robert Lacy, 
Lord of Pomfret and Blackeburnflure, and by her had all that honour, whoſe 
ſon Roger called himſelf Lacy, whoſe ſon John Lacy, was created Earl of Lin- 
coln by King Henry the Third, (17 Hen.

And Sir Ro- 
bert Brooke, Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, in abridging the ſail cate, 
ſeems to be of opinion, that each of them ſhall have a Court Baron. John de 
Whelleſburgh, about the 21 Rich. II. fold his Manor to Thomas Puretey, 
Eſq. an attorney at law, and fellow of the Inner Temple, June, 10 Hen. VII. 
William Huſſey of Flintham, in the county of Nottingham, ſold his Manor in 
Drayton, to John Purefey, lineally deſcended from the aforeſaid Thomas Pu- 
refey ; ſo that at this preſent, the Lord of both theſe Manors is George Puretey, 
Eſq. and allo Patron of this Church, whoſe antient Coat is Azure, three ſtir- 


© rops, Or; which is to be ſeen, very antjent, in Trinity Church in Coventry, 


and in the Churches of Lutterworth, in the county of Leiceſter, and Monk's- 
kirby and Church-Over, in the county of Warwick. But afterwards, in the time 
of King Richard the Second, they bore another Coar, alluding to their name, viz.

Concerning Arms in Church windows, I have obſerved, that they who 
were either Lords of the Manor, Patron of the Church, or benefactors thereto, 
or held any fees or lands of inheritance within the Pariſh, did uſually ſet up their 
Coat Armours, and ſometimes their portraits (drawn as near to the life as they 
Oy in the windows, and many times their Coats were ſet up inſtead of match- 

, before impaling or quartering was in uſe, which were ſet up, and in places 
ha moſt eminent, remarkable and freeſt from injury and violence. In cheſe 
places alſo were Monuments of great worth and art erected ; Banners, Streamers, 
Pennons and Guidhams, hung up for worthy memorials of the deceaſed. Bur 
now of late, througn tae vain and idle conceits of ſome noveliſts, who think 
all portraits in Churches to be idols, and to tend to ſuperſtition, like unto 
Pope Gregory I. (as Platina writes in his life) who living in a year of Jubilee, 
anno domini 600. cauſed a number of Statues and other Roman antiquities in 
Rome, to be broken, defaced and hidden; fearing that many pilgrims and peo- 
ple, which came thither for devotion and religion ſake, ſhould be drawn aſide 
by a curious defire or admiration of them, 1 hrough the covetoulnels or ne- 
ceſſity of ſome poor Clerks or SeXtons, or the want or poverty of ſome needy 
| Curates, many of theſe antiquities are broken, ruined, and utterly defaced, for 
which inhuman and ſacrilegious acts, many deviſe and maintain ſome rea- 
ſonable colours and ſpecious pretences; and indeed the like has happened 
many years fince, as appears by the Lady Wiche's caſes, in the reports of 
the Laws in the reign of King Edward IV. anno 9. fol. 15. The caſe there 
is this, the Lady Wiche brought an action in the King's Bench, againſt 
a Parſon of St. Margaret's Church, ar Lothbury in London; for che Parſon 
had taken away a Coat Armour and certain Pennons, with the Arms of + Sir 
Hugh Wiche, her huſband, and a ſword forth of the Chapel, where the 
ſaid Sir Hugh was buried. The Parſon pleaded that theſe Arms, Pennons, and 
Sword were matters of offerings and oblations, and therefore (of right) did 
belong unto him. But Juſtice Yelverton, lineal anceſtor and predeceſſor unto 
the late reverend Judge, Sir Chriſtopher Yelverton, Knight, and one of the 
Juitices of the King's Bench, who giveth the rule there in the caſe, holds it no 
plea; and that th eſe are not intended, as either offerings or oblations, but were 
hung up in honour of the party deceaſed, and therefore do not belong to 
Parton. For (ſays he) I ule to fit in the Chance], and I have brought thither a 

carpet, a cuſhion and a book; ſhall rhe Parſon have theſe becauſe they are brought 
into the chancel? I ſay no; no more in the other calc. For the hanging up oa 
ſword in a Church at the funeral of a Knight, and not to any under that degree: 
Caſſaneus gives his reaſon; becauſe a Knight (who, in Latin, is called Eques and 
Miles, both names belonging to warlike atchievements) at their firſt dubbing or 
creation did (in former times) take an oath, chicfly amongſt all their militar y 
deſigns, to defend Religion and the Church; in grace and memorial thereof, this 
weapon was therefore allowed to hang up there.

And in thoſe buſy, various and uncertain times, at the latter end of Kin 
Henry the Eighth, and during the reign of King Edward the Sixth, and Queen 


Mary, ever carried himſelf juit and upright, holding that ſaying of Juſtin, the 
Emperor, to the Senate, always authentic : 


Qui pedibus reftis graditur, mala nulla veretur, 
Non timet offenſam, neſcit via refa ruinam. 


He that walks right, no latent miſchief dreads, 
Secure the man, 1n virtue's path that treads. 


He purchaſed this Manor and Newton, and lands in Tirlangton, Twiford, 
Clauſe, Somerby, and Harby; and died at Foſton, the 4th of September 1 559z 
in the 1ſt of Queen Elizabeth, leaving iſſue, by Jane his wife, daughter of 
George Vincent, Eſq. of Pekleton, in the county of Leiceſter, four ſons, 
and four daughters, William, Anthony, Arthur and Vincent; Dorothy, 
(my mother) was married to Ralph Burton of Lindley, in the county of Lei- 
ceſter; Frideſwide, married to John Hales of Hall-end, in the county of War- 
wick; Alice, married to Humphrey Purefey of Barwell, in the county of Lei— 
ceſter; William Faunt, eldeſt ſon of the ſaid William Faunt, born 1547, an 
attendant to Queen Elizabeth, by whoſe licence and appointment, he went into 
the Low Countries; and in thoſe martial ſervices, was entertained by William 
Prince of Orange, who, with Grave Lodowick, his brother, uſed him with great 
reſpect, by means of their former acquaintance when in the wars in France, 
under Monſieur Gaſper de Coligny, Seigneur de Chaſtillon, Lord High Admiral 
of France. He was by the ſaid Prince of Orange made Colonel of 500 men, 
and was ſlain at a town called Moke, ſtanding upon the river of Maeſe, the 
14th of April, 1574. by a poiſoned bullet ſhot. into his thigh, a wound incu- 
rable, if not inſtantly prevented; for as Alfonſus de Feria, a Neapolitan, in 
his book, De Tormentariorum five archibuſſorum vulnerum natura & curatione, 
holds; if the circumferental fleſh about the wound be not forthwith cut away, 
the whole body will preſently be infected. This poiſoning of a bullet, is a 
thing ſo eaſily to be done in any place, or by any one, be he of never ſo mean 
abilities, if he be ſo diſpoſed, (as the ſaid Altonius lays, and ſhews the man- 
ner) that the diſcovery thereof is altogether unproper to be ſpoken of. An- 
thony Faunt, ſecond ſon of the before-named William Faunt, born at Foſton 
1552, upon the deceale of his eldeſt brother, William Faunt, Without iſſue, 
returned into England, out of the Low Countries, where lie had ſerved 
with his brother, under the ſaid Prince of Orange; a man or a comely and 
graceful perſonage, pleaſing countenance, and a geiture of great valour and 
courage, having a pleaſant wit, and a good judgment. He had undergone 


| ſome Offices for the good of his country, as Juſtice of Feace, High Sheriff of 


the ſaid county of Leiceſter in 1387; and at that intended invaſion of the Spa- 


niards, 1588, he was choſen Lieutenant General of all the forces of the Shire; 


but being croſſed in his reſolution by Henry Earl of Huntington, Lord Lieu- 
tenant for the county, (who fruſtrating the former election, appointed for that 
ſervice, his brother, Mr. Walter Haſtings of Kirby) he fell into ſo great a paſſion 
of melancholy, that within a ſhort time after he died in the fame year 1588. 


What the force, power, and effect of melancholy is, I reter the reader to the 


Anatomy of Melancholy, wrote by my brother Robert Burton, Batchelor of 
Divinity in Chriſt Church, Oxford. * Arthur Faunt, born 1554; being at 
Oxford in Merton College, at the age of 14 years, under the tuition of one 
Mr. Potts, went over with the ſame Mr. Potts to Louvain in Brabant, where, 
in 1568, he was admitted into the College of Jeſuits. From which place he 


* This relation of Arthur Faunt, is for the moſt part taken out of his own Letters, which he 
ſent to his Mother and Brothers in England; who, after his departure, never returucd to this land. 
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went to Paris, and from thence to Minchen, a city and Univerſity in Ba- 
varia, where William V. Duke of Bavaria, exhibited unto him. In the year 
1575, he went from thence to Rome, and was there admitted into the Engliſh 
College of Jeſuits z where, after a certain time, he took the Orders of a Jeſuit, 
and aſſumed to himſelt the name of Laurence, becauſe (as I ſuppoſe) there 
had never been any Saint before of the name of Arthur; for which reaſon, 
Toſſanus, Sadee), Schilterus, and other antagoniſts, as alſo Pedro Reibadeneira 
the Spaniard in his catalogue of writers of the Jeſuits, call him altogether 
Laurentius Arturus, as if Arturus was his ſurname, ſuppoſing the name of 
Faunteus to be ſome addition of place, or other accident. But Sigiſmundus 
Auguſtus, King of Poland, having erected a College for Jeluits at Poſna, a 
city in Poland, a few days journey from Dantzick or Elberg ; the ſaid Arthur 
Faunt, was by Pope Gregory XIII. ſent to be Governor thereof; who went 
from Rome to Poſna the 1oth of June, 1381, in which place he wrote many 
works now extant in print, VIZ. |

He was a man of great learning, gravity and wiſdom; and for his religious 
life held in great eſteem, both with ſpiritual and temporal ſtates, namely, 
Staniſlaus Carukouſki, Archbiſhop of Gneſna, and Primate of Poland, as alſo 


with many temporal Princes near adjoining ; for he himſelf reports, in a letter 


ſent to his brother Anthony Faunt, dated at Dantzick, 1589, that at one time 
he was ſent for by three ſeveral Princes. He died at Viina, the chief city of 
Lithuania in 1591, having ſpent almoſt 25 years in the ſociety of the Jeſuits, as 
Pedro Reibadeneira reports in his catalogue of the writers of the Jeſuits. This 
Manor of Foſton is now wholly the inheritance of Sir William Faunt, Knight, 
grand-child to the firſt William; half of which Manor is cloſed, and is a very 
rich, and fruitful ſoil, as any in the whole country, affording moſt extenſive 
ſheep paſtures, which ſheep yield an extraordinary increaſe of wool, and other 
profit. |

At the 
time when the Monks went about, to ſeek a fit ſeat to erect their firſt houſe 
upon, they heard a voice from above ſpeaking in their Native + Tongue, 
Ciefte vous, that is, Here ſtay you; whereupon they fixed their habitation at a 
lace in Burgundy in France, which from theſe words that they heard, the 
called Ciſterce. This Order, as alſo the Templars and Hoſpitaliers of St. John of 
Jeruſalem, were, upon their firſt inſtitution, diſcharged from payment of tythes, 
ſo long as they held and occupied their lands in their own hands, or at their 
own coſts ; but not in their tenants or farmers hands; and fo was it held and 
agreed in the 10 of Elizabeth, Dyer. 277. And in the Biſhop of Wincheſter's 
Caſe, and the Archbiſhop of Þ Canterbury's Caſe, in the Reports of the Lord 
Coke, fol. 44. b. and 47. b. This Abbey (as appears by John Stow's 
Survey of London) had an hermitage or cell in the corner of Monkeſwell- 
ſtreet, called St. James in the Wall, near Cripple-gate, belonging unto it 
whither the Abbot and Covent ſent two Chaplains of their houſe and Order, to 
celebrate Divine Service for the ſouls of Audamare de Valence, Earl of Pembroke, 
and the Lady Mary his wife.

In the Hundred of Meſt-Goſcote. A French word, ſignifying as much as the 
Grace of God; which name was given to this place by Roiſe de Verdon, widow 
of Bertram Lord Verdon; which Roiſe founded here a Monaſtery for Nuns, of 
the order of St. Auguſtine, to the honour of the Holy Trinity de-la Grace-dieu, 
between the 20 and 26 of King Henry III. by the conſent of Robert Grant- 
head, Biſhop of Lincoln, which was afterwards confirmed by King Henry III. 
(26 Hen. III.) John Comin, Earl of Bucquan in Scotland, ſon of Alexander, 
Earl of Bucquan, and Alice his wife, daughter and co-heireſs of Roger Quincy, 
Earl of Wincheſter, who was ſeized of the Manor of Whitwick, near adjoining, 
and had a Caſtle there, was a great Benefactor to this houſe, and gave certain 
lands thereto. As alſo Sir William de Waſtneis, Knight, Lord of the Manor of 
Oſgatethorpe, was another Benefactor thereto. This houſe ſtands low in a valley, 
upon a little brook, in a ſolitary place, compaſſed round with a high and ſtrong 
ſtone wall, within which, the Nuns had made a Garden, in reſemblance of that 
upon mount“ Olivet Gethſemane, whither + Chriſt, with Peter, James, and John, 
(a little before he was betrayed) went up to pray; as formerly had been done 
by the Abbot of Burton upon Trent, in the county of Stafford ; who, having 
a vaſt rough hilly ground, about a mile diſtant from the Abbey, called it I Sina! 
for the likeneſs it had to that rough wilderneſs of Sinai, upon which Mount God 
appeared unto Moſes; which ground, to this day, retains that name, and is 
yet called Sinai Park. And in the year 1600, Zebrizdowiſkie, Count 
Palatine, and general of Cracowe in Poland, at a place four miles diſtant from 
Cracowe, converted a hill into the form of Mount Calvary in Jeruſalem, making 
it reſemble the ſame in all things remarkable; as with the three croſſes, together 
with the holy Sepulchre, the courtof Guard, adorning it with Chapels, Hermitages, 
Croſſes, Crucifixes, Statues of Saints, and with a ſtately Monaſtery for Friars, 
Minors of St. Francis de Obſervantia; which place thus contrived and built, 
was hallowed by Pope Paul the Firſt, and enriched with many indulgenccs. 
The plot whereof is in & Brunes' ſixth part of the Theatre of Cities. This 
Monaſtery at that general ſuppreſſion of Abbies (in the reign of King Henry 
VIII.) was valued to diſpend yearly 1011. 8s. 2d. ob. King Henry granted it 
to Sir Humfrey Forſter, Knight, who aliened it to John Beaumont, Eſq. which 
John was lon of Thomas Beaumont, ſon of Thomas Beaumont, ſon of Sir Tho- 
mas Beaumont, Knight, Lord of Bachvile in Normandy, who was brother ot 
Henry Lord Beaumont, father of John, firſt Viſcount Beaumont.

Agnes, his ſole daughter and heireſs, married to Sir Waiter Devereux, Knight, 
lineal anceſtor of Robert Devereux, now Earl of Eſſex, who brought this Manor 
to her huſband. King Edward the Third (1 Edw. III.) granted unto Ralph 
de Crophull, liberty of free Warren here. Sir John de Crophull, bore “ Arg,

who died in April 1619, leaving iſſue, by Catherine his wife, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Grieſley of Draklow, in the county of Derby, Knight, John Harpur, 
Eſq. who married Barbara, daughter and heireſs of Sir Henry Beaumont, late of 
Gracedicu, in the county of Leiceſter, Knight, and is now Lord thereof. This 
Town 1s in the pariſh of Lockington, and has a Chapel, bur not 1n uſe. 


HIGHAM, in old Deeds written HECHAM, 


In the Hundred of Sparkenhoe, bounded upon the Weſt (for the greateſt part) 
by Watling-ſtreet. This Lordſhip of Higham, is of four Manors, and contains 
within it forty yard lands, amounting to near 2000 acres of ground, or there- 
abouts ; whereof twenty-one yard lands and a quarter, is of the Manor of High- 
am; eight yard lands of the Manor of Bedworth; five yard lands and three quar- 
ters is of the Manor of Dadlington; and five yard lands of the Manor of Seck- 
ington, in the county of Warwick. The Manor of Higham antiently belonged 
to the family of Aſtley, from whom (by marriage) it came to Grey, afterwards 
Marquis of Dorſet. It is now the inheritance of Henry Lord Grey of Groby, 
deſcended from the ſaid Marquis of Dorſet. The eighth yard lands, part of 
the Manor of Bedworth, was, in the time of King Edward the Firſt, and Ed- 
ward the Third, the land of Bafevile, and not long ſince of Sir Robert Fiſher 
of Packington, in the county of Warwick, Knight; and is now the inheritance of 
Mainwaring, Eſq. Humphrey Adderley of Weddington, in the county 
of Warwick, Eſq. who bore © Argent, on a bend, azure, three fuſils of the 
& firſt ;* and of George Burton, third ſon of Ralph Burton of Lindley, Eſq. 
The fifth yard lands and three quarters (part of the Manor of Dadlington) was 
the lands of John Danel, in the time of King Edward the Firſt, and is now 
belonging unto three freeholders of the ſame town. The fifth yard lands (part 
of the Manor of Seckington) in the time of King Henry the Second, was given 
by Robert Earl of Leiceſter, unto William de Canvil, Lord of Seckington; 
which William de Canvile, gave the ſaid five-yard lands unto William de Hon- 
difacre, to hold of him; Hondiſacre's heireſs was married to Dingley, who (by 
marriage) had the ſaid five-yard lands, all of which came afterwards to the ſaid 
Ralph Burton of Lindley ;” partly by his own purchaſe, and partly by the pur- 
chaſe of his grand-father, James Burton. 

I cannot well omit the remembrance of an accident, which happened here in 
the year 1607. An inhabitant of this town, in taking up of a great ſquare 
ſtone, which lay in the ſaid ſtreet- way, called Watling-ſtreet, upon the croſſing 


of another way, which leads towards Coventry, not far from this town, chanced 


to find certain old coins and other treaſure, which I happened to hear of, be- 
ing then at Lindley within the ſaid pariſh ; the next morning I went to the per- 
ſon's houſe, where he ſhewed me the coins, &c. which he tound; there were 
about 250 pieces of ſilver, of the coin of Henry the Third, of the value of 3d. 
each on the one ſide whereof was the King's head, with a hand holding the 
ſceptre, circumſcribed, Henricus Rex; on the other ſide, a Croſs Molin between 
roundels, with this inſcription, Fulke on Luid; and alſo one gold ring, with a 
fair ruby therein; another gold ring with an agate; another ring of ſilver, 


. wherein was a certain flat ruddy ſtone, engraven with Arabick characters in 


the following manner: 
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Cef Hbam Cullo yed Halimah 
B*mahamed thhaly W fatimah. 


Engliſhed by Mr. Bedwell. 


By Mahomet magniſy him, 
Turn from him each hand that may hurt him. 


And alſo ſome large catch-hooks, and keepers of ſilver, and (as I remem- 
ber) certain links of an old-faſhioned gold chain; all which he affirmed, 
were laid by the ſide of the ſtone, deep in the ground. He ſhewed alſo two or 
three pieces of ſilver, of Trajan the Emperor's coin, which, he ſaid, lay under 
the ſame itone; one of which has the Emperor's face, with a laurel wreath cir- 
cumſcribed : Imp. Trajano. Aug. Ger. Dac. P. M. T. R. Cos. V. PP. Upon the 


reverſe, a woman ſtanding, holding in her right hand a Caduceus, in her left hand 
a Cornucopia, with this inſcription: 


S. P. Q. R. OPTIMO PRINCIPT. 


To give my opinion thereof, I think, this ſtone was the Baſis of an Altar, 
dedicated to the honour of Trajan, as appears by his coins found under 
it; for it was the cuſtom of the Romans, under the foundation of any 
building, monument, or eminent piece of work, to caſt and lay ſome of their 
Emperor's coins, in whoſe time it was made; to ſignify to polterity, and to 
preſerve (for many ages after) the memory and fame thereof. In imitation 
whereof, the Venetians (a moſt wiſe and politic State as any in all Chriſten— 
dom, and the greateſt imitators of the antient Roman Government) beginning 
the foundation of that ſtrong and well fortified new city of Palma, in“ Foro Juli, 
three miles from Aquilea, upon the Adriatic ſea, in the year 1593, cauled a 
new coin to be ſtamped; upon the one ſide whereof, was St. Mark's Lion, 
holding a ſword (the Arms of Venice) with this circumſcription : Paſcale Cr- 
conia Duce Venetiarum, An. Dom. 1593. Upon the other fide, the form of the 
# ſaid round city, with the ſame bulwarks or platforms, and a croſs placed in 
the middle, under which is written PAL MA, circumſcribed in the utmoſt 
circle, Fori Fulii Italie & Chriſtiane fidei propugnaculum. In the inner circle, 
In hoc ſigno tuta; which coin they cauſed to be laid in great abundance under 
the walls, towers, and every building of the city. Likewiſe the Romans, at 
their ordinary funeral obſequies, when the dead corps was burnt and con- 


BY ſumed, took the aſhes thereof, and put them into an urn, or earthen pot, with 


a piece of coin of that Emperor under whom they died, and ſo buried them in 


in the ground. Many whereof have been found here in England, as at Veru- 


lam, by St. Alban's, and in the Spittal-Fields, without Biſhop's-Gate, in Lon- 

don, as it is ſer down at large, by that induſtrious John Stowe, in his Survey 
of London, fol. 170. This Altar of Trajan, was erected upon that great ſtreet- 
way which came from the city of Bennones, (which I mentioned before in 
Claybroke) and led to Mandveſſedum, another city ſtanding upon this road 
about two miles from this Altar. Theſe Altars were uſually erected, either

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at the Inauguration or Coronation of the Emperors, or elſe upon ſome eminent 
victory, triumph, or other remarkable accident, with great ſolemnities, cere- 
' monies, and acclamations of the people; ſome with the general and public 
applauſe of all, as appears by the coins of Geta and Commodus ; ſome by par- 
ticular perſons, as appears by the coins of Antoninus Philoſophus, and Philip- 
pus Arabs ; ſome by a certain number of perſons, by vows and other accla- 
mations, as of Diocleſian and Conſtantine the Great; ſome expreſſing the 
ſame within wreathes of oak and laurel, as Conſtantius and Julian the Apoſtate, 
and divers others. The money, rings, and other things, found by the fide of 
the ſtone, I conjecture, muſt have been the treaſure of ſome Jew. That Jews were 
in England, appears by * William of Newburrough, in his fourth book, 8, q, 
10, and 11th chapters, being brought hither firſt to inhabit this land, by Wil- 
liam the Conqueror, from Rohan in Normandy ; and afterwards favoured fo 
much by King William Rufus, that he would often ſwear by St. Luke's face, 
that if they could ſuppreſs the Chriſtians, he would be one of their religion; 
who grew thereby to ſo great wealth, as alſo by uſury and extortion, that they 
were often aſſaulted and robbed by the Chriſtians, as atYork, Norwich, Lincoln, 
Stamford, St. Edmund's-Bury, Lynn, and elſewhere; miſerably tortured by 
King John, with putting out their eyes, plucking out their teeth, and ſuch like 
torments, to make them produce and deliver their money and hidden treaſure. 
+ In 11 Edw. I. their Synagogues were all pulled down; and 16 Edw. I. they 
were all baniſhed the realm, to the number of 15000 perſons. 

That this was a Jew's treaſure, I am induced to believe by theſe two mo- 
tives. Firſt, becauſe upon their baniſhment, they were not ſuffered to take 
any money or goods with them, other then for neceſſary charges of tranſporta- 
tion out of the land; what they had then, they buried and hid in the ground, 
and other ſecure places; hoping (in the ſucceeding Kings time) to procure 
their return, and then to re-poſſeſs their goods. That this place promiſed 
ſecurity, may eaſily be proved by probability, as it is not likely, that in ſo 
great a road-way, there would be ſearch made by breaking up the ground; and 
the place of re-finding the treaſure eminent and remarkable, being ſo great a ſtone 
as the baſis of the Altar. And alſo, becauſe amongſt this treaſure Þþ a ring, with 
Arabic characters was found; which, perhaps, might be laid there, on purpoſe, 
to challenge the property of them to the right owner, otherwiſe they belonge( 
to the King by his prerogative, or to a common perſon by preſcription ; and to it 
is held, 22 Edw. III. Coron. fol. 241. 1 Hen. VII. 23d book, and in Foxley's 
Caſe, p. 5. Lord Coke's Reports, fol. 209. That the Jews formerly were ac- 
cuſtomed (either with ſuch tokens, or with Hebrew characters) to aſcertain their 
dwellings, appears by John Stowe, in his Survey of London, fol. 39. where, in 
the year 1586, when Ludgate was taken down to be re-built, there was found 
in the wall a ſtone, engraved with Hebrew letters, to this effect, This is the © 
dwelling of Rabbi Moſes, the ſon of the honourable Rabbi Iſaac. This Town of | 
Higham ſtands upon a hill, from whence it had its name, for High-Ham, ſignifies 
a high dwelling or habitation.

In the Hundred of Sparkenhoe, ſtanding near Watling-ſtreet, upon the edge 
of Warwickſhire, The Lord thereof, was Hugh Grandmeiſnell, a Norman, 
created (as Clarencieux Cook writes in his book of Barons) Baron of Hinkley, 
and Lord High Steward of England, by King William Rufus: he had iſſue 
two daughters and co-hireſles ; Parnell, married to Robert Blanchmaines, Earl 


of Leiceſter, who brought to her huſband the ſaid Office and Barony; and 


Alice, married to Roger Bigot, father of Hugh Bigot, firſt Earl of Norfolk. 
This Hugh, founded a Caſtle at the Eaſt end of the Church, now intirely 
delapidated only the mounts, ramparts, and trenches, are to be ſeen; to 
which belonged a very fair and large Park, now diſparked. The ſaid Robert 
Earl of Leiceſter, (but as others write) the ſaid Hugh Grandmeiſnell, founded 
a Priory here, of Canons Aliens, belonging to the Abbey of Lira in Normandy, 
which was ſuppreſſed by King Hen. V. among many other Priories of Aliens. 
The Town ſtands upon the declivity of a hill, in a wholeſome and pleaſant 
air; the ſtreets and buildings thereof-I cannot greatly commend, there being 
no uniformity, or neatneſs in them; the Market is held upon a Monday, which 
is exceeding good, and for ſelling of corn, cattle, horſes, ſwine, and all other 
things vendible in an inland town, inferior to none in the whole county. The 


old Fair-day is upon the 15th of Auguſt, and of late, divers new Fairs have 


been purchaſed thereto; the town is {till in good repute, where (not many years 
lince) the general Aſſizes for the whole county were kept.

I. Nicholas Malore of Draughton, 
in the county of Northampton, gave his capital meſſuage, and four-yard- lands 
in this town, to Roger Malore, his brother, and alſo John, the ſon of Samp— 
ſon, his * Villain, with all his offerings, goods and chattels, and an houſc, 
which the ſaid John held in Villainage. Theſe Villains, or Bondmen, have 
been very frequent and common in antient times; concerning the original of 
whom, + John Breton, Biſhop of Hereford, in the time of King Henry the Third, 
in his book of the Common Laws of this Land, fol. 77, ſays, that Villains be- 
an ſoon after Noah's flood; for when all things were in common, and the num- 
ber of men did increaſe, ſtrife and contentions aroſe alſo amongſt them, and 
battles enſued. And to ayoid further miſchief, it was ordered, that he who 
was the conqueror in battle, ſhould not kill the other, but ſhould have the 
party (vanquiſhed) for his Villain, or Bondmen, to uſe at his pleaſure, and he 
to do whatſoever he ſhould be commanded by his Lord. And if any ſuch Vil- 
lain Þ purchaſe any lands or tenements, the Lord might put him out, and ſeize 
them at his pleaſure. Or S if he bought any goods or chattels, the Lord might 
take them from him for his own proper uſe. If any man took away (by force) 
the Villain from the Lord, the Lord might have an action of treſpals. 
And if the Villain did depart and go away from the Lord, the Lord might 
have a writ ** de Nativo habendo, directed to the Sheriff, to bring him again. 
This tenure of Villainage, is now almoſt quite extinct throughout":the land, 
and many great families may be found, whofe lineal anceitors were Villains, who, 
by their ſurnames, might eafily be challenged ; but I do not chuſe to lay any 
imputation or diſparagement upon any man. The laſt cafe that I find in print, 
concerning the claim of a Villain, is in M. 9 and 10. Elizabeth, Dyer. 266. b. 
where one Butler, Lord of the Manor of Badinanton in Glouceſterſhire,

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claimed one Crouch for his Villain, appendant to his ſaid Manor, and made an 
entry. upon certain lands in Somerſetſhire, bought by Crouch; and upon 
anſwer made by Crouch, an eeione frmæ was brought in the King's Bench ; 
and, upon the evidence, this doubt was moved, ſeeing that for the ſpace of ſixt 
years paſſed, no ſeizure was made of the body, or claim made by the Lord, 
whether now he might make ſeizure; but it was held, by the opinion of the 
Courr, that the Lord could make no ſeizure, and this in favour of liberty.

In the Hundred of Framland, ſtanding upon the border of Lincolnſhire, 
almoſt at the head of the river Dene. This Manor (either all, or the greateſt 
part) in the reign of King Henry the Third, belonged to Sir Philip Marmi- 
on, Lord of Tamworth Caſtle, in the county of Warwick, whoſe daughter and 
co-heireſs, Joan, was firſt married to Sir William Mortimer, Kt. afterwards to 
Henry Hillary, who, by her had iſſue“ Edward Hillary; who, (as it appears in 
the Pleas, in 21 of Edward III. in the Tower,) died of grief and melancholy, 
becauſe his father Henry Hillary, did (after his mother's deceaſe) detain and hold 
all thoſe lands of inheritance from him, for term of his life, as tenant by the 
courteſy of England; which tenure is defined by the Rev. Sir Thomas Littleton, 
(tormerly a fellow of the Inner-Temple, and afterwards one of the Juſtices of 
the Common Pleas, in the time of King Edw. IV.) in his Book of Tenures, to be 
where a man takes a wife, ſeized of certain lands in fee fimple; or fee tail, and 
has iſſue by her born alive, and heard to cry; if the wife die, the huſband ſhall 
hold all this land (for term of his life) by the law of England, and is called 
tenant by the courteſy of England, becaule it 1s not uſed in any other country but 
in England. + Of an eſtate in ſuſpence, of an uſe, of a right only, or of a pol- 
ſeſſion in law, a man ſhall not be tenant by courteſy. | 

In the reign of King Henry III. William Avenell was Patron of this Church, 
and held lands here of the honour of Leiceſter. In 24 of Henry VI. Sir 
Robert Woodford, Knight, gave lands within this Manor, to Ralph Wood- 
ford, one of his youngelt ſons.

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N the Hundred of Weſt-Goſcote. At this place William Pamuth, in the reign 

of King Canutus, the Dane, founded a ſmall Monaſtery for Nuns, dedicated 
to the Virgin Mary; which, at the ſuppreſſion, in the time of King Henry VIII. 
was valued to diſpend yearly 341. 6s. 2d. There was (many years ago) a Nun 
of this houſe (as it goes current by tradition) called Hawiſe de Colvile, of ſo 
pure virginity and rare chaſtity, being ſo free from ſin in that kind, that her 
thoughts were untainted with any ſuch paſſions, and whoſe face diſcovered as 
much by the ſhining radiancy and brightneſs thereof. The like is reported of St. 
Frideſwide of Oxford, whom * William of Malmeſbury reports, ſo much to 
triumph in her virginity, that ſhe erected a Monaſtery there in memorial 
thereof; and as + Leland ſays in his firſt Tome, out of an old manuſcript, that 
her face was of that bright and ſhining luſtre, that Algarus, Prince of Mercia, 


viewing the ſame with an amorous paſſion, was in an inſtant (for a time) ſtruck 


blind. But of fo ſevere a judgment, by the view of an outward object only, of 

ſuch rare and inward perfection, I much doubt; unleſs one had the {kill of ꝓ Seve- 

rino Pinæo, the Italian, who has written a treatiſe of the marks and ſigns of a 

true maid. The famous Dr. Sutton alfo was remarkably ſkilled in this Doctrine.

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In the Hundred of Gertre. This village is in the pariſh of Church-Langton, 
where in the time of King Edward III. Thomas de Langton was ſeized of 
certain lands. Of this family was John de Langton, a Carmelite Friar in Lon- 
don; brought up in Oxford ; he wrote a book of their ordinary Acts; another 
called the trial of Henry Crumpe, Doctor in Divinity; another book againſt the 
errors of the ſaid Doctor Crumpe. He lived in 1400. (1 Hen. IV.) At this 
place was born that renowned Walter de Langton, Biſhop of Litchfield and 
Coventry, conſecrated in 1296; who was Lord Treaſurer of England, and much 
favoured by King Edward the Firſt, to whom the ſaid King, (35 Edw. I.) granted 
liberty of free Warren here and at Thorpe-Langton. He was a great BenefaCtor 
to the Church of Litchfield; he built our Lady's Chapel there, a ſtately and 
ſumptuous piece of work. He compaſſed the cloyſter with a ſtone wall, and be- 
ſtowed an exceeding coſtly ſhrine upon St. Chadd, at the charge of 2000l. He 
ditched and walled the Cathedral Church all round, made a great gate at the 
Weſt end of the cloſe, and another on the South ſide. He built a great bridge, 
in 1310, and a new palace at the Eaſt end of the cloſe. He repaired his Caſtle at 
Eccleſhall, his Palace in the Strand in London, and his Manor-houſe of Shut— 
burrow and Heywood, in Staffordſhire. He gave Plate, Jewels, Copes, and 
Veitments of great value to the Church, and procured thereto many charters 
and great privileges. He died the 16th of November, 1321, and was buried 
in our Lady's Chapel at Litchfield.

In the Hundred of Guthlabeſton; fo called, becauſe it ſtands on one of the 
heads of the river Leire, now known by the name of Sore; for it is moſt 
evidently apparent, that many rivers have given denominations and original 
names unto towns ſituate thereupon. Many inſtances thereof might be given; 
almoſt in every county, but I will mention only twoof theſe in the county of Derby. 
Darwen, ſtanding near to the ſource of the river Darwen, not far from the edge 
of Yorkſhire: and Dove, a village ſtanding upon the very head of the famous 
river Dove, which, from the very fountain, at the edge of Cheſhire, divides all 
along the two counties of Stafford and Derby, until it falls into the Trent at 
Newton-Soulney. This Manor has been formerly in three parts, as appears by 
this Record, made in the time of King Edward the Firſt. |

So called, not from that fabulous King Lear, whom S Geffrey of Monmouth will B 
have to be the firſt builder thereof; it ſtands upon the river Legra, or Leir, | 
now called Sore, as I Leland ſays, ſignifying, as much as a city ſtanding upon : 
that river. Many other cities and places in this land are ſo denominated, as 
Colcheſter, upon the river Coln; Lancaſter, upon the river Lune; Rib- 
cheſter, upon the river Rible. It ſtands in the centre and heart ot the Shire; 
the Shire (as I have ſaid before) having the ſhape of an Heart, and being 
in the very midſt and heart of the land, as by all writers, and by the topo- 
graphy thereof fully appears, and upon the great road-way called the Fols, 
(as Ranulph Higden affirms) which extends from the South into the North, 
beginning at Totneſs in Devonſhire, and ending at Catnes in the utmoſt part 
of Scotland. It is fituated in a molt rich, fertile, and pleaſant foil, and a 
wholeſome air, and (whether you reſpect health or wealth, pleafure or profit) it 
is highly convenient for each. To compare it with other cities, 1s not my pur- 
poſe; but had it a navigable river, whereby it might have trading and commerce, 
it might compare with many of no mean rank. For the antiquity thereof, 1 
ſhall ſpeak what I have either read, or found in the beſt and moſt approved 
writers. That this was a city in the Britons time, before the coming of the 
Romans, I ſhould conjecture, by the name thereof, ſet down by Nennius in 
his Catalogue of cities, viz. Caër-Lerion; that is, the city upon Leir. What

the 
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the name was in the time of the Romans, I muſt abide by Mr. Camden's 
opinion, who takes it to be Rate; induced thereunto firſt, by the ſituation 
thereof, upon the ſaid road-way, called the Foſs, the diſtance from Benonnes 
and Vernomet, agreeing ſo juſtly with the Emperor Antonine in his Itinerarium, 
and a piece of the name yet remaining, in that old long ditch and rampier, 
called Radikes. That his aſſertion ſhould remain probable or true, and 
that this was a great Roman ſtation, the Roman antiquities (frequently found 
here) will give ſtrength and confirmation. Firſt, the antient Temple de- 
dicated to Janus, which had a Flamen, or High Prieſt, reſident here; in which 
place great ſtore of bones of beaſts (which have been ſacrificed) have been 
dug up and found, and the place is ſtill called, the holy bones; which all 
hiſtories agree to have been here, and certainly was the foundation of the 
Romans, as appears by their god Janus Bifrons, to whole honour the firſt Tem- 

ple was built in Rome by Romulus and Tatius; or, as others lay, Numa Pom- 

pilius, in a place called Argiletum; and not founded by that feigned King 

Lear, to the honour of Janus, as Geffrey of Monmouth, and (of later days) 
John Harding and John Rous of Warwick will have it; which how fabulous 

and improbable it is, any ordinary capacity may conceive, it is as well known 

to all, that Janus was not adored or ever thought of by any but the Romans. 

And this King Lear died (at leaſt) three hundred years before Rome was built, 

as by their own chronology and computation will appear. But this, and many 

ſuch improbabilities and contradictions, will eaſily overthrow this forged hiſtory 

of Brute and of his progeny. 

Next, the many Roman antiquities found here, their Medals and Coins in 
great abundance, both of ſilver and copper; of Veſpaſian, Domitian, Trajan, 
Hadrian, Antonine and others, which I myſelf have ſeen, and have ſome of them. 
And, within theſe ten years, near unto the town, ſomewhat deep in the ground, 
was found a piece of work of ſtone, arched over; the ſtone very ſmall, about an 
inch long, and half an inch broad or thick, finely joinred together with a thin 


mortar. It was in length about five or ſix yards, in breadth about four, the roof 


covered with a ſquare kind of quarry, with ſmall earthen pipes therein. This 
I ſuppoſe to have been a ſtove or hot-houle to bathe in; for as Vitruvius writes, 
the Romans growing to the exceſs of riotouſneſs and luxury, through the 
abundance of their wealth, uſed theſe kind of bathes to prevent the ill effects of 
their intemperance. This City was afterwards called by the Saxons, Legreſter, 
and by various other names in the ſame ſenſe, as I have before mentioned. And 
in that diviſion of the Kingdom into an Heptarchy, it came to the King of Mer- 
cia, and King Etheldred dividing his Kingdom into Biſhopricks, in the year 
680. (but as the Rev. Dr. Godwin, in his Catalogue of Biſhops, ſays, in the 
year 737) placed here an epiſcopal See, making Sexwulfe the firſt Biſhop; to 
whom ſucceeded (as“ William of Malmeſbury writes) Wilfrid, Hedda, Aldwine, 
Totta, Edbert, Unwon, Werenbert, Rethun, Aldred, Celdre, and Lewine, the 
laſt Biſhop; in whoſe time, and in the reign of King Edgar, about the year 970. 
it was united to Lincoln. | 

This City falling into decay (either upon the diſſolution of the Kingdom of 
Mercia, or through the Daniſh cruelty) was afterwards repaired by Edelfleda, 
daughter of Etheldred, Prince of Mercia, in the fourteenth year of the reign of 
King Edgar, in 914, and was, by her, ſo well walled and fortified, that it con- 
tinued for many years after, and was termed by Matthew of Paris, who wrote 
in the time of King Henry the Third, to be impregnable. At the time of the 
Conqueſt it was well peopled and frequented, and had many burgeſſes in it; 
out of which number, they were bound by antient cuſtom (as appears by the 


book of Doomſday, made by William the Conqueror) to ſend twelve with the.

King as often as he went in perſon to the wars; but if he made a voyage by ſea 
againſt his enemies, then they were to ſend four horſes, to carry armour and am- 
munition to London, This city paid yearly to the King 3ol. by tale, and 
twenty by weight, and twenty-five ſexterces or meaſures of honey: But in the 
reign of King Henry the Second, it came to much miſery and trouble; for Robert 
Blanchmaines, ſon of Robert Boſſue, or Crookback; Earl of Leiceſter, rebel - 
ling againſt the King, and taking part with Henry the young King againſt his 
father, joined with Lewis the VIIth, King of France, and others the Nobi- 
lity of England: 

This town in the 2oth Year of * Henry the IId, 1173, was by Richard Lucie, 
Lord Chief Juſtice of England, (to whom the government of the kingdom was 
committed, the King then being abſent in Ireland) i in a great meaſure burnt down; 
and thoſe walls, ſo ſtrong and indiſſoluble, utterly razed and overthrown on every 
ſide; the citizens, burgeſſes, and inhabitants, impriſoned, baniſhed, fined, 
and ſome; tor fear, took ſanctuary in St. Alban's, St. Edmund's-Bury, and 
clicwhere, 

Robert Boſſue, Earl of Leiceſter, founded a College here, dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary, called afterwards, for diſtinction ſake, Collegium B. Marie Minoris, 
tor a Maſter and ſeven Fellows ; and was valued at the ſuppreſſion thereof, to 
diſpend yearly 231. 12s. 11d. He founded allo, in 1143, 9 of Stephen, the moſt 
tumptuous and elegant Monaſtery of St. $ Mary de Pratis, without the walls, for 
Canons Regular of the Order of St. Aultin, ſo called, from its ſituation upon 
the edge of the meadows, and having the delicious and pleaſant proſpect of them 
and the water; into which Houſe the ſaid Lord Boſſue became a Canon Regu- 
lar profeſſed, for the ſpace of fifteen years, that ſo, by repentance, he might 
expiate his former treaſons committed againſt his King and Sovereign. This Ab- 
bey had in this Shire twenty-ſix pariſh churches appropriated unto it, whichat 
the ſuppreſſion thereof was valued yearly to diſpend 10621. 4d. ob. q. The 
Abbey now is the inheritance of the Right Honourable William, Earl of De- 
vonſhire, Baron Cavendiſh of Hardwick, in the County of Derby. Of this 
Houle formerly was Abbot, that moſt learned Gilbert Foliot, who was after- 
wards made Biſhop of Hereford, An. Dom. 1149, and after that Biſhop 
of London, An. Dom. 1161: Memorable for two things; the one, his alle- 
glance and fidelity to his Sovereign, being always true and faithful to King 
Henry the Second, in all thoſe confuſions between him and Thomas a Becket, 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury. The other, tor a reſolute anſwer made to an un- 
known voice heard by him; for, as Matthew of Paris reports it, coming one 
night from. the King, after a long conference he had with him on theſe troubles 
with the ſaid Archbiſhop Becket, as he lay meditating and muling thereon in 
his bed, a terrible and unknown voice ſounded theſe words in his ears: © O 
« Gilbert Foliot, dum revolvis tot & tot deus tuus eſt Aſtaroth,“ which he 
taking to come from the devil, anſwered as boldly : ** Meniris, daemon, deus 
e meus eſt. deus Saboath.” He wrote an apology for King Henry the Second, 
againſt the Archbiſhop, and allo an invective againſt him: And another book of 
his ſudden and proud Riſing ; one book of Epiſtles, and fix books upon the 
Canticles. He died 1187, the 34th year of Henry the Second. Of him ſee 
more in the Catalogue of Biſhops. + Henry de en was alſo Abbot of this 
Houſe, of whom I have ſpoken before in Knighton, Philip Repington, was 
alſo Abbot of this Houſe, a follower for ſome time of Wickliffe, and a great de- 
fender of him and his doctrine, both in preaching, and in open diſputations in the 
Univerſity of Oxford, and allo by writing, ſome of his works being yet extant.

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Upon the tranſlation of Henry Beaufort, Biſhop of Lincoln, to Wincheſter, he 


was preferred to Lincoln, after making recantation of his former opinions at 
Paul's-Croſs; and in the year 1408 he was made Cardinal of St. Nereus and 
Achilleus by Pope Gregory the XIIth. He wrote the Defence of Wickliffe, one 
book; another of his Moral Doctrine; another of Homilies for the year; ano- 
ther upon the Goſpels on the Sabbath Days ; another on Secular Government ; 
and another on Queſtions Diſcuſſed. Of him you may read more in the Cata- 
logue of Biſhops in Leland and Bale's Centuries. 

In this Abbey died the famous Cardinal and Legate 7 /atere, Thomas Wolley, 
Archbiſhop of York, 1530, in the 22d year of KingHenry the Eighth, and was 
buried here. The whole hiſtory of hislife and death, and his moſt memorable ac- 
tions 1s exceedingly well wrote by John Stow in his Annals. Without the South 


gate, * Henry Earl of Lancaſter, in the 5 of King Edward the Third, 


tounded an hoſpital or Bead-houſe for four Chaplains, two Clerks, fifty men 
and five women, which continues in good ſtate to this day. . And near unto 
the ſame, + Henry Duke of Lancaſter, fon to the ſaid Henry, built a moſt 
magnificent and elegant College, called, for diftinction from the former, the 
New Work, which name it ſtill bears, for a Dean, twelve Prebends, and cer- 
tain Choriſters, which, whilſt it ſtood, was no ſmall ornament and beauty to 
the City: But at the general ſuppreſſion of Abbies, in the time of King Henry 
the Eighth, it was likewiſe pulled down, and then valued to diſpend in yearly 
revenues 800]. In this College was buried the ſaid Henry, Earl of Lancaſter, 
who died 1345, in 20 Edw. III. and the ſaid Henry, Duke of Lancaſter, who 
died 1361, 36 Edw. III. Here alſo was founded a Chapel, or, as others fay, 
an Hoſpital, by William the Leaper, fon to Robert Blanchmaines, Earl of Lei- 
ceſter. Within the Town was an Houſe of Franciſcan, or Grey Friars, but by 
whom built I cannot aſcertain ; whither (after the battle of Boſworth) the dead 
body of King Richard the Third (naked, truſſed behind a purfuivant at 
Arms, all clotted with mire and blood) was brought, and there meanly buried ; 
where afterwards King Henry the Seventh, out of a royal diſpoſition, erected 
for him a fair alabaſter monument, with his portrait cut out and placed thereon. 
About the latter end of the reign of King Henry the Sixth, as I take it, Wil- 
lam Wigſton, a Merchant of the ſtaple, built a new Bead-houſe, or Hoſpital 
for poor people, which is yet ſtanding. Near to the South gate, upon the river, 
ſtands an antient Caſtle, founded by ſome of the Saxon Earls of Leiceſter, It 


| ; was repaired by Robert, Earl Millent and Leiceſter, (the firſt of that Houſe) in 


the time of King Henry the Firſt. Of this place was formerly Archdeacon, Robert 


de Cheſneto, or Cheney, who was alſo conſecrated Biſhop of Lincoln, and 


died 1167, the 14th of Henry the Second. Robert Groſthead was allo Archdea- 


con of this place, fo highly renowned for his excellent learning and ſingular vir- 
2 tues, and afterwards conſecrated Biſhop of Lincoln 1235, 20 H. III. He wrote

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In this town was born that learned Doctor in Divinity, “ William de Lei— 
ceſter, brought up in Oxford, who afterwards became Chancellor of Lincoln: 
He wrote many learned works mentioned by Bale, and lived in the reign of 
King John, 1210. Here alſo was born -- Robert de Leiceſter, a ſtudent ſome 
time in Oxford, who afterwards became a Franciſcan Friar at Litchfield : He 
was a great Divine, and much eſteemed by Thomas de Charlton, Biſhop of 
Hereford. He wrote many works mentioned by Leland and Bale, and died at 
Litchfield 1348, in the 23d of Edward the Third, and was buried in his own 
Cloyſter. Matthew of Paris, in 1225, mentions in his Annals a ſtrange tale 
of a certain religious young maid, that died here in that year, who being ſhut 
up for the {pace of ſeven years before her death, taſted of neicher meat, drink, or 
other ſuſtenance, but only the Sacrament of Bread and Wine, which ſhe received 
upon the Sabbath-days. But John Wier, a Dutch Phyſician, who next unto 
Paracelſus, was beſt acquainted with the ſecrets of Nature and Art, will not 
allow any truth or credit thereto, as appears by his book de Commentitiis Fejuntis,

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Manor of Lindley with William de Rodvile for the Manor of Withibrooke, in 
the county of Warwick, which was confirmed by the ſaid Roger de Mowbray, 
whercunto are witneſſes Robert, Earl of Leiceſter, Robert de Mowbray, Ralph 
de Belvoire, Ralph de Tourvile, and others. Rodvile bore, * Azure ſeme de 
„ Cinquefoils, Or,” whoſe heireſs general Iſabella, in the reign of King Henry 
the Third, was married to William de Hardwick, Lord of the Manor of Hard- 
wick, in the county of Warwick, and brought to her ſaid Huſband this Manor, 

Hardwick bore, ©* Gules, a Saltier i ingreiied, Argent, between four Mullets, 
« Or.” This Manor continued in the name of Hardwick until the Year 1911, 
the third year of Henry the Eighth, at which time the male line ended in John 
de Hardwick, who then died, and was buried in the Monaſtery of Nuns at 
Nuneaton, in the county of Warwick, to whom he had been Steward. This 
John Hardwick was a man of ſmall ſtature, but of great valvur, courage and 
ſtrength, who, at the time when Henry, Earl of Rich mond, afterwards Kin 

Henry the Seventh, was marching to encounter King Richard the T hird, lodged 
at Atherſtone, a Market-town, three miles diſtant from Lindley ; the night be- 
tore the battle was fought, he came to the ſaid Earl ot Richmond, tender ing himſelk 
and his ſervice, and brought with him ſome troops and able horſes, and became 
guide to the Earl and his army. This is the man of whom tradition goes by an 
unknown name, that by his good conduct the Earl got the advantage of the 
ground, wind and fun. He left iſſue ſix daughters and co-heireſſes, as by the 
genealogy will appear ; three of whom made partition of this manor of Lind- 

Icy, the eldeſt whereof; Elizabeth, was married to James Burton (my great 
grand-father) of Falde, in the county of Stafford, ſtanding upon the river 
Dove, nigh Tutbury. This James Burton was lineally deſcended from James 
de Burton, Eſquire, who accompanied King Richard the Firſt at the ſiege 
of Cyprus, and in his voyages to the Holy Land. He bore © Azure, ſeme 
de Eſtoyles, a Creſcent, Argent.” The Creſt, © a Serpent winged with 
legs, Azure, ſcaled, Argent, ſtanding in a Crown, Or,” which ſeems to 
be taken from the badges of the ſaid King Richard, (which were the Moon 
and Stars) and were drawn upon all his ſtandards and cut on all his great 
ſeals. But William Burton of Falde, Standard-bearer to King Henry the 
Sixth, lineally deſcended from this James, and grand-tather to James that mar- 
ried Elizabeth Hardwick, left the bearing of the Moon and Stars, and bore 
« Azure, a felis, between three Talbots heads, eraſed, Or.” The Creils, ** a 
* Beacon, Argent, bordering proper, ſtanding upon a mount, vert; and a 
„ Cypreis tree proper, in a Crown, Or.” Whether for his having ſerved 
many years in France under William de-la Pole, Duke of Suffolk, Vicero 

there for Henry the Sixth, in the office oi Standard- bearer of the King's Standard 
Royal, which Duke bore “ Azure, a feſs between three Leopards faces, Or,” 
he, in alluſion thereto, or tor love of him, aſſumed the ſame; or elle 
being Lieutenant of the foreſt of Nedewood, near adjoining to Falde, he might 
bear this Coat as alluding to that office. This Lordſhip of Lindley ſtands upon 
Watling-ſtreet, in the centre of four Market towns, almoit equally diſtant from 
it, viz. Boſworth, Hinkley, Nuneaton, and Atherſton. The town was ſuffered to 
decay by the laſt John Hardwick in 1500, the 16th of H. the VIIth, being one 
of the firſt incloſed Lordſhips in all the Hundred. It is a kind of wood- -land 
ſoil, very fit for timber, yet makes good paſture and corn ground; and long 
ago it has had the praiſe for good ſydowe peale, as they term them. One thing 
has been obſerved of this Lordſhip, that there were never ſeen Adder, Snake, or 
Lizard in it, though in all the bordering confines they have been ſcen and found 
very often; as in Ireland, no Spiders, Toads, or venomous things, or Pyes, 
and many ſuch, (as is reported by Giraldus Cambrenſis, and Richard Stanihurſt, 
in his Hiſtory 'of Ireland) are to be found, or will abide there, though they 
be 
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be brought into it. This Manor (as appears by an original deed in my cuſ- 
tody) was held by the Lord Mowbray by the ſervice of the third part of two 
Knights fecs, and now of the Lord Berkeley, by deſcent from the ſaid Lord 
Mowbray ; ihe third part of which Manor is now my inheritance, by deſcent 
from the ſaid James Burton and Elizabeth Hardwick, who had the ſame, and 
the chief Maiinton-houſe for her portion.

Mr. Camden 
conjectures, (by reaſon of the affinity of the name) that this muſt be that 
LIEZzA N BURG, which Marianus Scotus reports, to be won by Cuthwulfus the 
Saxon, from the Britons, Ann. Dom. 572. This Town is very large, and well 
ſituated by reaſon of the wood and water, adorned with many fair buildings, and 
a ſtately Church, which may challenge the ſecond place for eminence in this 
county. In the reign of King Henry the Third, Henry le Deſpencer was Lord 
of this Manor, to whom the ſaid King Henry the Third, (13 Hen. III.) granted 
liberty of keeping a Market here upon the Thurſday, and two Fairs upon the 
firſt day of Auguſt, and All-Soul's Day, the 2d of November. It is reputed 
to be one of the principal Markets in the Shire; to which is brought great ſtore 
of corn (and all other commodities) from the adjacent 73 But Hugh le 
Deſpencer, the younger, (ſon of Hugh le Deſpencer, Earl of Wincheſter, ſon 
of the above- named Hugh le Deſpencer) being attainted of treaſon, King Ed- 
ward the Third, (10 Edw. III.) granted this Manor unto Henry Lord Beau- 
mont, and Alice his wite and their heirs. But, William, the laſt Viſcount Beau- 
mont, taking part with King Henry the Sixth, againſt King Edward the Fourth, 
and being atterwards attainted, King Edward the Fourth, (4 Edw. II.) gave 
this Manor to Sir William Haſtings, Knight, afterwards created Baron Haſtings. 
* At the time when King Richard the Second, Anno Dom. 1387. (11 Rich. IV.) 
held a Council at Nottingham Caſtle, his Marſhalſea was kept at this town for 
the ſpace of ſix days. Sir Edward Haſtings, Knight, youngeſt ſon of George 
Haſtings (the firſt of that family, who was Earl of Huntington) was by Queen 
Mary created Baron Haſtings of Loughborough, and alſo Knight of the Garter, 


to whom he was Lord Chamberlain; but (as others ſay) Maſter of the Horſe. 


He was a Gentleman of great abilities ; ſomewhat melancholy, and (as I have 
been informed) much delighted with Cheſs, a game well ſuited to his humour.” 
This game is much practiſed in Barbary, and in the Kingdom of Fez and Mo- 
rocco, as + Leo reports; where, by reaſon of the exceeding heat, they are 
conſtrained to lie in vaults, cellars, and low ſhaded rooms, and cannot go 
abroad. And in Ruſſia or Muſcovy, (as 4 Sigiſmund, Baron of Herberſtein, 
writes) where, through the extremity of cold, they live above half the year in

camps, tents or garriſons ; when otherwiſe, they would have ſmall or no recrea- 
tion, and is thought by ſome to be tedious, for the long fitting and meditating 
at it, as ſome games will take them many hours it is a very choleric game, as 
Scig. Baldaſſer Caſtiglione, in his Cortigiano, li b. 2. fol. 88. ſhews; where he 
brings in one Seignior Bernado, telling a merry tale ot an Ape, being brouglit 
before the King of Portugal, to play at Cheſs, with one of his Courtiers, who £ gl- 
ving in a ſhort | {pace the Mate unto him, was, in a paſſion, ſtruck by the Cen- 
tleman; and being challenged to play a ſecond time, having 'ſpyed an opportu- 
nity of winning the game again, the Ape, with his left hand, got the cuſhion 
from under the other's elbow, and cla apped it on his head, to Have him from 
the blow, and with his right hand, forthwith gave him Check Mate. Or 
this game have written, Lucas Wiellius, in an Iſagogue of the ſame, and 
three Italians, Thomaſo Actio di giuoco della Scacchia, Hieronymus Vidas, in a little 
Poem, but chiefly * Gregoria Ducchi, in a fine Poem, in manner of a Pre/z- 
popacia, of two great Kings and their armies.

He wrote many Trea- 
tiſes, even to the number of 200, mentioned by Þþ Bale and Leland; in which 
he laſhed the Pope's Government and Authority, and many abuſes in the Church, 
moſt of which writings were burnt in Bohemia by Subincus, Archbiſhop of 

Prague, (as ZEneas Silvius Piccolomineus writes) and for which he was much 
troubled in his life, though exceedingly favoured by King Edward the Third, 
and his fon, John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter. He may with truth be ac- 
counted the beſt writer in this kingdom, who dared to call in queſtion the er- 
rors of the Romiſh Church, and whoſe doctrines gradually paved the way for 
the Reformation. His followers here, diſtinguiſhed by the name of Lollards, 
and met with the ſevereſt perſecution for their religious tenets. About forty- 
one years after his death, Anno Domini 1425, his dead corps (by command of 
Pope Martin V. and the Council of Sienna, after excommunication thereof, 
made by Thomas Arundell, Archbiſhop of Canterbury) was burnt by Richard

He built the-Pariſh Church of Allhallow's the Lets, in Thames-ſtreet, and the 
Monaſtery of White Friar's in Coventry, and a fair Chapel on the North fide 
of St. Paul's in London, where he lies buried. He died in 1349, the 24th year 
of Edward the Third. He was a great benefactor to the Hoſpital of St. Giles, 
Holborn; and gave many great legacies for the relict of priſoners, and the poor,

it was famous in London, for a Warren of Conies, ſending thither great abun- 
dance; which (for their goodneſs and delicate flavour) were preterred before 
any other that were brought thither.

Of this Houſe was 
Sir William Burdet, Knight, who, in the latter end of the reign of King Henry 
the Second, undertook a voyage to the Holy Land, whither the King, and the 
King of France, intended to have gone with a royal army, to the aſſiſtance of 
Guy de Luſignan, King of Jeruſalem, who was then taken pritoner by“ Sala- 
dine, Soldan of Egypt, who had taken Jeruſalem, and all the Holy Land, 1187; 
to which end many articles were drawn up, and the Chriſtians throughout the 
land were aſſeſſed and ordered to levy 70,000]. and the jews 60,0001. to— 
wards the expence of the ſaid voyage; which, by a diſagreement that hap— 

ened between the two Kings, was fruſtrated, and came to nothing. But the 
laid Sir William Burdet proſecuted on his journey to the Holy Land, where, 
having ſpent many years in the ſervice of thoſe holy wars, and perceiving no happy 
iſſue likely to crown his labours, by reaſon of the great diſcord and animotity which 
happened between Richard the Firſt, King of England, Philip the Second, King 
of France, and other Chriſtian Princes there preſent, counter-acting each other's 
deſigns : As alſo, by the unfortunate end of Frederick Barbaroila, the Empe- 


ror, who, having made his peace with Pope Alexander the Third, came with 
a great army to the aſſiſtance of Jeruſalem ; and entering into Cilicia, had taken 
many Cities, and ſlain a great number of Saracens and Pagans ; and from 
thence entering Armenia, and coming to a clear and ſwift river, went into the 
ſame to cool his heat and bathe himſelf, and was there drowned, 1 189; and 
perceiving alſo that the forces of Saladine were daily increaſing, and not likely 
to be conquered, he returned back from thence, and, not long after, built a Mo- 
naſtery for Nuns at Ancote, near Tamworth, in the County of Warwick. Of 
him lineally deſcended Sir Nicholas Burdet, Knight, Chief Butler of Nor- 
mandy, and Governor of the City of Evreux in the laid Dutchy, who was flain 
at the battle of Pontoiſe, 1439, 18 H. VI. He had iſſue Thomas Burder, 
who, when King Edward the Fourth, in his abſence, had killed a fat white 
buck in his park at Arrowe, in Warwickſhire, which he greatly eſteemed, in the

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firſt tranſport of his paſſiom, he wiſhed the buck's head and horns in the belly of him 
that moved the King to kill it. Upon the miſconſtruing of which words, he was 
accuſed of treaſon, attainted and beheaded, 18 E. IV. 1477. and was buried in 
the Grey-Friars in London. Theſe words ſpoken, and ſo interpreted, were the 
pretended reaſons given for taking away his life; but the true cauſe was, the 
prejudice which the King had conceived againſt him, as he had ever been a 
faithful counſellor to George, Duke of Clarence, his brother, between whom 
there exiſted a moſt inveterate enmity. This Thomas Burdet firſt married 
Agnes, daughter of John Waldeif, by whom he had iſſue Richard, but he was 
divorced from her by reaſon of the nearneſs of blood; and the ſentence out of 
the Eccleſiaſtical Court was granted by John Carpenter, Biſhop of Worceſter, 
1464, 5 E.IV. But Richard claiming as heir legitimate notwithſtanding, en- 
tered into the Manor of Arrowe, whereupon great ſuits at law followed, as 
appears by the Book-Caſes of 18 E. IV. fol. 29. a. where it is printed Robert 
Burder, through miſtake, for Richard. John Burdet, ſon of the aforeſaid 
Thomas, by his ſecond wife, was reſtored in blood, 2 H. VII. and made Knight, 
4 H. 8. who ſued for this Manor of Arrowe, and preſented ſeveral bills to Par- 
liament in behalf of the ſame ; but not prevailing, through the influence of Cardi- 
nal Wolſey, who was his violent opponent, his claim was ſet aſide. Of this Sir 
John is lineally deſcended Sir Thomas Burdet, Knight and Baronet, of Bramcote 
and Seckinton, in the County of Warwick, now living, who married Jane, ſole 
daughter and heireſs of William Francis, Eſquire, and neice and heireſs of John 
Francis, Eſquire, of Formarke, in the County of Derby, by whom ſhe had 
reat lands and poſſeſſions. A Lady of a fair and pleaſing countenance, a 
graceful perſon, and endowed with many amiable and endearing qualifications, 
worthy to be recorded and handed down to poſterity by an abler pen than mine, 
This Town is in the pariſh of Louſeby, and has a Chapel belonging to it.

61. 13s. 4d. Joice de Martival was married to Robert de Sadington, by whom 
he had iſſue Iſabella, ſole daughter and heireſs, married to Sir Ralph de Haſt- 
ings, Knight, (lineal anceſtor to the now Earl of Huntingdon) by whom he 
had a daughter named Margaret, (heireſs to her mother's inheritance) married to 
Sir Roger Heron, a Knight of Northumberland; which Margftret died in 1406.

Thomas Halelrig of Fawdon, in Northumberland, who was ſeized of this

Taking its original name from the ſituation, being elevated upon a riſing 
hill ; and the addition, by reaſon of its being nearly adjoining to that ex- 
tenſive and beautiful foreſt of Arden in Warwickſhire, long ago disforeſted. 
This Manor was given by Robert, Earl Ferrers, to the Abbey of Miraval, 
upon his firſt founding the ſame, as appears by the Regiſter of that Houſe, 
about the reign of King“ Stephen. He allo gave to the {aid Abbey very large 
poſſeſſions ſituated in this and the County of Warwick, which were afterwards 
confirined by King Henry H. Richard I. and Edward I. The Church of Over- 
ton was appropriated to this Abbey, of the Order of the Ciſtercians, by Pope In- 
nocent the Third, in theſe Words : |

The cafe was this: George Haſtings, Earl of Huntingdon, 
was poſſeſſed of the Rectory of Orton, to which the Advowlon of the Vicarage 
was appendant for 15 years; and by his deed, dated the 18th of May, in the 
39th of Elizabeth, granted to the ſaid Robert Bradſhaw, plaintiff, the firſt and 
next Advowſon and Donation of the ſaid Vicarage of Orton, when it ſhould firſt 
and next fall vacant, by any way or means whatſoever ; provided the ſaid Vicarage 
ſhould happen to be void, during the term for which the Rectory of Orton

was granted to the ſaid Earl of Huntingdon by John, Biſhop of Oxford. The de- 
fendants pleaded, that after the ſaid grant of the next Advowſon, the ſaid Earl 
being ſo poſſeſſed of the ſaid Rectory, to which the ſaid Vicarage was appendant, 
died poſſeſſed thereof, and inteſtate ; after whoſe death, upon the firſt of May, 
1605, adminiſtration of his goods, &c. was granted to Henry, now Earl of 
Huntingdon : But afterwards the ſaid Earl, on the gth of February, 1605, 
3 Jac. ſurrendered all his intereſt in the ſaid Rectory, to which the ſaid Vicarage 
was appendant, to John, Biſhop of Oxford, then in reverſion ; who having ac- 
cepted thereof, the ſaid intereſt in the ſaid Rectory of Orton, with the appurte- 
nances, determined and ended in the ſaid Earl; and the ſaid Biſhop thereupon 
having demiſed the ſaid Rectory, with its appurtenances, unto the ſaid John 
Davenport, one of the defendants, for life, the ſaid Vicarage afterwards hap- 
pened to become void; upon which the Plaintiff, Robert Bradſhaw, demur- 
red, and, upon the argument of the caſe, judgment was given for the Plain- 
tiff, The only point upon which this caſe reſted was, whether by the ſurren- 
der, the ſaid grant of the next advowſon was void or not. It was agreed by 
the Court, that notwithſtanding the ſurrender, the Plaintiff ſhould have the 
next preſentation, and that for three reaſons : Firſt, that the ſaid limitation im- 
ported no more than the law would have ſaid; for if the tenant for years granted 
the next advowſon, the law implies this limitation, if the Church became void 
during the ſaid term. Secondly, that the grantor himſelf ſhould not derogate 
from his own grant, or make it void at his own pleaſure, for that were againſt 
the rule of the law ; but that the grant of every man ſhould be taken moſt 
ſtrongly againſt himſelf, and in every reſpect beneticial to the grantee. Laſtly, 
the advowlon, though ſurrendered, there remains to the grantee, in ſome re- 
ſpects, a continuance therein; for if a leſſee for years grants a rent-charge, and 
afterwards ſurrenders, yet, for the benefit of the grantee, his intereſt therein 
has a continuance, though in all reſpects it be determined. Sce the ſtatutes,

So called from the coal mines which are there, and which have been many years 


| ; ago in great abundance, It is in the Hundred of J/et-Goſcote, and was antiently 
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called Overton-Quatarmerſh, from the Lords thereof, formerly named Quatar- 
imerſh. This Manor came afterwards to the family of Maureward, who bore, 
& Azure, a feſs, Argent, between three Cinquefoils, Or,” whoſe heireſs gene- 
ral, Philippa, was married, 5 Henry VI. to Sir Thomas Beaumont, Knight, 
ſecond ſon of John, Lord Beaumont, and Knight of the Garter ; of whom is 
lineally deſcended Sir Thomas Beaumonr, Knight, Viſcount Beaumont, Lord 
of this Manor, now living, having a beautiful and ſtately manſion-houſe here; 
which Sir Thomas married Elizabeth, daughter and heireſs of Henry Sapcote 
of Elton, in the county of Huntingdon, Eſq. Theſe coal mines in the begin- 
ning of King Henry the Eighth, as I have heard reported, had burnt for 
many years together, and could not be quenched, until that ſulphureous and 
bituminous matter, which nouriſhed the flames, was entirely exhauſted and con- 
ſumed. The like fire in coal mines is (at this preſent) burning near Willingeſ— 
worth and Weddeſbury, in the county of Stafford. But more ſurprizing are 
thoſe burning volcanos in Italy, particularly that of mount Veſuvius, a hill in 
Campania, near the city of Nola; which, in the Time of Titus Veſpaſion, the 
Emperor, burſt out with ſuch violence, that it did conſiderable damage 
to the country adjacent, and ſuffocated, through the ſteams ariſing therefrom, 
that well-known Philoſopher, Pliny the Second, writer of Natural Hiſtory ; 
of which hill Dion Caſſius has written a fmall Treatife : As alſo Mount Etna 
in Sicily, now called Montgibello, which for many hundred years has burnt, 
and yet continues on fire ; the cauſe thereof is thus accounted for by Juſtin in his 
fourth book : That the ground being hollow and full of ſulphur, brimſtone, 
and bitumen, the wind getting into thoſe hollow pipes and cavities, and endea- 
vouring to force a paſſage, kindles the fire. But Leandro Alberto, that ex- 
cellent Italian Geographer, in his Deſcription of Sicily, accounts for it in ano- 
ther manner: That the ground being ſoft, ſpongy and hollow, and continually 
beaten by the ſalt waters and waves of the fea, it ingenders a groſs humour, 
dry and falt, of which that bituminous and ſulphureous matter is tormed, which 
affords nouriſhment to the fire. Of this hill + Petro Bembo and Antonio Philot- 
teo di Hemodio have alſo written. But more ſtrange is that place in Campa- 
nia in Italy, near Puteoli, now called La Solſataria, antiently called Vul. 
cani Forum and Campus Phlegræus, being a ſmall ſpot of ground, encom 
paſſed with high hills, in length 1500 feet, and in breadth 1000 ; which con- 
tinually ſends up thick vapours and fmoke like a furnace, accompanied with a 
remarkable loud noiſe, which, as the ſaid Leandro Alberto reports, Sopra ci 
cominando (eſſendo cavernoſo) rimbomba di ogni lato, fi come rimbombans le cose vacu? 
eſſendo toccate ; upon which, if one walk, the ground being hollow, ſounds on 
every fide, in the ſame manner as a cheſt, when empty, and touched with the 
finger, occaſions a noiſe and ſound ; the plan of which is ingeniouſly executed 
by that famous artiſan and optician, George Hoefnagle, a native of Antwery, 
and printed in G. Brune's Treatiſe on Cities, 4 Tom. The like is reported by 
Olaus Magnus of Mount Hecla in Iceland, and Mons Crucis, an iſland conti 
nually burning, where are ſeen many ſpirits and ghoſts wandering about, which 
is imagined to be Purgatory. And in the ſouthern countries of America, not 
perfectly diſcovered as yet, near the Streights of Magellan, ſome burning moun- 
tains have been obſerved by navigators ; which the Spaniards, the firſt dil 
coverers thereof, from the eruption of flames and ſmoke, have named Terra del 
Fuego, as our later Geographers report. |

ſecond wife Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Edmund Moulſo, Knight; by reaſon 
of which marriage, great controverſies, ſuits, and differences happened between 
the iſſue of the firſt wife, and the iſſue of the ſecond wife; which began in the 
34th year of Henry the Sixth, ſoon after the deceaſe of Sir Robert Moton, as 
appears by an award between them, made by John Viſcount Beaumont, in the 
very ſame year; and afterwards revived again in the time of King Henry the 
Eighth, and continued for many years in the reign of Queen Elizabeth. This

grave Philoſophers, Seneca and Plutarch, and by the Earl of *Purtilia, and alſo 
by Ovid in this Diſtich : |

In blooming youth love's pleaſures never cloy, 
But languid age ill ſuits the lively joy. 


The Canoniſts hold, that an old man cannot lawfully be married; for they 
ſay, that the end of marriage is two-fold; that is, for procreation of children, 
and to avoid fornication; and if one of theſe two conſiderations is only aimed 
at, the marriage is not valid; and fo it is held by + Portius; and alſo by So- 
cinus, ſaying, Si quis uxorem ducat cauſa libidinis explende non eſt Matrimonium. 
Item fi quis bona intentione contraxit ſponſalia de futuro, deinde Fornicationis affeclu 
talem ſponſam cognovit non eſt in veritate Matrimonium. St. Ambroſe is of the 
ſame opinion, in his Comment upon St. Luke, and St. Auſtin, who ſays, 
that every marriage, without hope of children, aw Matrimonium, ſed concubium 
dici debet. Many Philoſophers hold, that after 60 years, there is no hopes of 
iſſue, by reaſon of the decay of nature; and Ariſtotle, poſitively affirms at 
50; which ſome interpreters take to be the age of a woman, and not a man; 
and after that age, many times, if iſſue be had, it is adulterate ; for which 
reaſon, & Henry, the 6th Emperor, having married Conſtance, daughter and 
heireſs of + Roger, King of Sicily, of the age of 50 years, whom he took ou: 
of a nunnery, (by whom he had that kingdom) and ſhe proving to be with 
child, after the age of 30, cauſed a Chapel to be built at Palermo in Sicily, 
in the Market-place, with open walls, at the time when his wife was to be deli- 


vered ; thus publickly expoſing her to the view of every paſſenger in the 


time of her travel, that all men might be ſatisfied, that it was no counterfeit 
or forged birth. This Town, as appears by a Roll, in the gth of Henry the 
Third, vouched before in Kirkby Malory, was then in the pariſh of Kirkby, 
having a Chapel and a reſident Chaplain ; bur ſince is made a Pariſh of itfcl, 
and is a Rectory.

In the Hundred of Meſt-Goſcote. This Manor is compaſſed round with Lei- 
ceſterſhire, yet it is part in the county of Derby, and part in this county, *tho 
a mile and more diſtant from the neareſt part of Derbyſhire; ſo that Seile is in 
the county of Leiceſterſhire, yet touches no part of the county, but is compaſſed 
round with Derbyſhire; and ſo it is in ſome parts of the counties of Warwick, 
Oxon, Glouceſter, Worceſter, and others. What ſhould cauſe this difference, 
I cannot with certainty affirm : I think, that in the Saxons time, when ſome 
Sheriffs were hereditary, ſome Officers had juriſdiction over the counties ; ſome 
Manors in other counties near adjacent, either by compoſition, grant from the 
King, or other perſons, were made ſubject to another Sheriff's authority and 
juriſdiction; and ſo by time were incorporated to the body of the other county; 
though, indeed, they were no part thereof, but belonged to that county, within 
whoſe bounds thoſe Manors were ſituate. Thar this 1s probable, I could pro- 
duce ſome inſtances, though not in equal degree, as touching the preſent caſe; 
for, whereas, within the honour of Tutbury, and near unto Tutbury, there are 
divers Copy hold Manors, wherein are Copyholders of inheritance ; fome of which 
having purchaſed certain acres of freehold land, and having made ſurrender 


Liber Feodarius, + Jo. Bale. 16. fol. 463. 1 Rot. 5 Hen, III, 
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of thoſe purchaſed acres, together with their cuſtomary lands, which have 
been ſo ſurrendered by three deſcents or more, are now held and taken to be 
parcel of the ſaid cuſtomary Copyhold Manors, though (in facto) they be not, 
but are ſtill part of thoſe Manors, within the limits of which they are ſitu- 
ate. Another obſervation I might make, is, that in the time of the Saxon 
Heptarchy, when continual incroachments and invaſions were made, by thoſe 
ſeven Kings upon their bordering neighbours, that thoſe lands were wrongfully 
ſeized, though of right belonging to another county, and under another's au- 
thority; yet, being once uſurped and gotten by force, they retained the pol- 
ſeſſion and incorporated them with the next county of theirs, to which they 
were adjacent. That this land was divided 1nto Counties and Shires in the 
Britons time, (long before the coming of the Saxons) appears by an old Trea- 
tile of the antient laws of this land, called the Mirrour of Fuſtices, vouched by 
Bradſhaw, Attorney General to King 1 in the argument of Fo- 
gaſſas Caſe, the firſt in the Commentaries of Mr. Plowden, which he ſays, 
was made long before the Conqueſt; and which is briefly recapitulated by Lord 
Coke, in his Preface to his ninth part of Reports. In which book it plainly 
appears, that about the time of King Arthur, that renowned Britiſh King, this 
realm was divided into Counties and Shires; and the chief Officers of them are 
there named Cuſtodes five prepofiti Comitatus, afterwards called by the Saxons 
Shiremen and Shireeves. And it appears in the laws, made by King Ina, one of 
the Heptarchs, and King of the Weſt Saxons, who lived in the year of Chritt, 
740. Si quis rectum ſibi roget coram aliquo Schirma (id eſt prepoſito Comitatus) we! 
alio Fudice & habere non poſit, & accuſatus vadium recti dare nolit, emendit 30. & 
infra ſeptem noctes faciat ei recti dignum. And in another place. Gif he Elder. 
man hy tholig his Schire. Certain it is, by all Hiſtories, that after the Hep- 
tarchy was extinct, and that the Weſt Saxon Kings (having vanquiſhed all the 
reſt) had ſettled a Monarchy, that that valiant and learned King Alfred, who 
began his reign Anno Domini 872, greatly reformed that firſt diviſion which 
was made of the Shires. For whereas, many incroachments had been made, 
many bounds and meers obſcured, and quite taken away, he rectified them 
again; making an exact, plain, and diſtinct partition of each; taking advan- 
tage of all natural rivers, ſtreams, and water-courſes ; hills, mountains, woods, 
marſhes, rocks, and cliffs; and in ſome places with artificial boundaries, which 
was almoſt performed quite throughout the realm, by an exact ſurvey of them 
as may ſtill appear. This Manor, with the Advowſon of the Church, was 
granted by King Edward the Third (10 Edw. III.) to Henry Lord Beaumont, 
and came afterwards to the Abbey of Gerendon ; and after the diſſolution of 
the Abbies, was granted by King Henry the Eighth, to Thomas Mannors, Ear! 
of Rutland; who, in the 33d of Hen. VIII. aliened this Manor to Henry 
Digby of Tickencore, in the county of Rutland, Gentleman. In the 4th of 
Edward the Third, the Lord Boteler of Wemm held lands here.

In the Hundred of Wet-Gojcote. This Manor antiently belonged to the 
Knights Templars, to whom King Edward the Firſt (12 Edw. I.) granted a 
* Market to be kept here, and a Fair. 

This Order of the Templars began, Anno Domini 1113, the 14th of Henry 
the Firſt, who vowed to defend the Chriſtian Religion, the Holy Land, and 
all Pilgrims going to viſit the Sepulchre at Jeruſalem, againſt all Pagans and 
Infidels. Their chief ſeat in England, was at the Temple near Flect-ſtreet, 
London; where, in the reign of King Henry the Second, they built a mag- 
nificent Church, after the faſhion of the Temple of Solomon in Jeruſalem ; 
ſtanding upon grey marble pillars, vaulted and arched over with true ſym- 
metry, and excellent workrhanſhip, which continues in the ſame ſtate to this 
day. Which Church was then conſecrated by Heraclius, Patriarch of Jeruſa- 
lem, and in the round walk at the Weſt end thereof, many of the ſaid Order 
lie buried, their portraits being cur in ſtone, ſome of them croſs-legged, and 
who were of the chiefeſt houſes of Nobility, as Vere, Earl of Oxford; Mandevile, 
Earl of Eſſex; Marſchal, Earl of Pembroke; Bohun, Earl of Hereford ; the 
Lord Roſs; and in the body of the Church, Conſtance de Hover, under a large 
blue Marble inlaied with braſs, with this inſcription : Hic reguieſcit Conſtantius 
de Hoverio quondam Vij;tator generalis Ordinis Militiæ Templi in Anglia, Francia, & 
in But, in the year 1313, (6 Edw. II.) this Order was condemned of 
impiety, and (by the Pope's authority) utterly ſuppreſſed; but their lands were 
given by Act of Parliament, (17 Edw. II.) to the Knights Hoſpitaliers of St. 
John of Jeruſalem ; who granted the Temple Houle in Fleet-ſtreet, in the reign 
of King Edward the Third, to the Students of the Common Law; which 
houſe (in the time of King Henry the Sixth) was divided into two honourable 
Societies, viz. The Inner Temple, and the Middle Temple. The Inner Tem- 
ple being the Mother, and moſt antient of all other houſes of Court; for which 
I muſt acknowledge all due reſpect, being a Fellow thereof, and admitted 
into the ſame Society, on the 20th of May 1593. A rental of this Comman- 


dery of Rodely, I have thought proper to inſert here, taken out of that ma. 


nuſcript, pertaining to this Order of the Knights Hoſpitaliers, made 46 of 
Edw. III. which I vouched before in Dalby on the Wouldes.

In the Hundred of Eaſt-Goſcote, ſtanding near to the Woulds on the North 
ſide of the ſhire. This Manor gave the name and title of Baron to the antient 
family of Segrave, who had here a caſtle, and bore formerly, “Sable, three 
„ garbs, Argent, tied gules, as appears by a roll in vellum, coloured, made 
about the latter end of the reign of King Henry the Third, now in the cuſtody 
of Sir Richard St. George, Knight, Norroy King at Arms. The other Coar 
which they bore afterwards was, „ Sable, a Lion rampant, Argent, coro- 
e net, Or,” but I do not affirm it to be the Coat of Chaucombe, whoſe heireſs 
general they married; for the manuſcript which I vouched before in Dalby Mag- 
na ſets down another Coat borne by Chaucombe: But moſt certain it is, that 
the Lion was commonly borne by them after the time of King Henry the Third, 
as appears by the variation of their Coat, with the differences obſerved by the 
younger branches of the family. And it appears alſo probable, that the garbs was 
their antient Coat; for in many ſeals made in the time of King Edward the Firſt, 
and afterwards, where they bore the Lion on each ſide of the eſcutcheon, ſtands a 
carb, which I have ſeen very often. The firſt Baron of Parliament belonging to 
this Houſe.was Nicholas de Segrave, who was ſummoned to Parliament amongſt 
the Barons in the 49th year of King Henry the Third, by writ, being the firſt 
kind of ſummons that was iſſued out in that manner: And in the 23d of King 
Edward the Firſt, ſummons was alſo iſſued to Nicholas de Segrave, ſenior, 
and Nicholas de Segrave, junior, who was younger ſon of the {aid Nicholas, 
ſenior. Of this Houſe was Stephen de Segrave, who preſided as Chief Juſtice 
of the Common-Pleas in the 11th year of King Edward the Third, as appears by 
many fines levied before him, and afterwards Chief Juſtice of England in the 
17th year of King Henry the Third, upon the reſignation of Hubert de Burgh, 
Earl of Kent, to whom King Henry the Third gave this Wapentake or Hundred 
of Goſcote, in the County of Leiceſter, in theſe words :

In the Hundred of Sparenboe. This Manor was antiently the inheritance of 
the family of Temple, whoſe principal ſeat was at a place called Temple, near 
Welleſburgh, of which I ſhall ſpeak hereafter. John de Temple, in the time 
of Henry the Third, gave lands here to the Abbey of Miraval. It continued 
in that name until the latter end of the reign of King Edward the Third; at 
which time it came to John de Flanders, Lord of the Manor of Flanders in 
the county of Warwick, who was deſcended of Hugh, the third fon of Gerard: 
de Odingſels, Baron of Makerſtoke in the county of Warwick ; which Hugh, 
from the circumſtance of his father's being a native of Flanders, changed 
his name to de Flanders: And the Manor which his father had bequeathed 
to him, two miles diſtant from Makerſtoke, he alſo changed to the ſame name, 
which it yet retains to this day; but he ſtill kept the Coat of Odingſels, vary- 
ing only the colours of the Mullets from“ gules” to © ſable,” as is to be ſeen 
in Long-Itchington Church in the county of Warwick, a Manor formerly be- 
longing to the Odingſels, where the original Coat of that name, with all the 
changes, are yet preterved in the windows in their antient ſtare. The above- 
named John de Flanders died about the 13th year of King Henry the 
Sixth, and was buried at Shepey, leaving iſſue three daughters, co-heireſles, 
viz. Eleanor, married to John de Hardwick of Lindley, in the county of Lei- 
ceſter, and afterwards to Sampſon Erdeſwick of Sandon, in the county of 
Stafford ; which Eleanor brought unto her former huſband, John de Hard- 
wick, the ſaid Manor of Flanders, and divers other lands in Hinckley and 
Newbould, in the county of Leiceſter. Alice, married to Walter Toddeſden, 
who brought to her huſband the Manor of Billeſton in the county of Leiceſter, 
and lands in Leiceſter, Desford and Cotton, in the ſaid county. And, Marga- 
ret, married to Richard Whithull, who alſo brought to her huſband this Manor 
of Little-Shepey, and lands in Great-Shepey, Boſworth, Carleton and Cotton, 


in 
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in the county of Leiceſter, and a paſture called Crowhall, near Flanders afore- 
ſaid. 

This Manor is now the inheritance of Thomas Aſtley of Potteſhull, Eſq. 
and is in the pariſh of Great-Shepey. I know not whether it will be agreeable 
to my readers, or not, if I here infert an account of one John Poultney, a native 
of this town, who, as I have been informed, frequently uſed to riſe out of his 
bed in his ſleep, dreſs himſelf, open the door, walk round the fields, and re- 
turn to his bed again without ever waking. At other times he would riſe up in 
the ſame manner, taking a ſtaff, fork, or any other kind of weapon next at 
hand, and therewith perform ſeveral manceuvres ; ſometimes ſtriking, and at 
| bother times detending himſelf, as if he were then encountered or charged with 

an adverſary, not knowing, when awaked, what had paſſed : But upon his 
going to ſea with the famous, but unfortunate Sir Hugh Willoughby, Knight, 
he, together with the whole fleet, were frozen to death in attempting the 
North-eaſt paſſage about Nova-Zembla. 

The cauſe of this diſorder, I am of opinion, proceeds ex vitio cerebri, from 
the brain's being diſordered ; for all Phyſicians agree, that the heart is the cauſe 
of life and ſpirit, and the brain of animal motion. Now, when all parts of 
the body are oppreſſed by ſleep, and totally deprived of motion, it naturally 
follows, that the violent reſtleſſneſs of the body, whilſt afleep, muſt be atrr1- 
buted to a diſtempered brain; but James Horſt, a German Doctor, having 
written on the nature, cauſes, &c. of this diſorder, printed at Leipſic 1593-8, 
to which, for a fuller account of the ſame, I refer my readers.

That he would not permit his wife (Catharine, daughter of Sir Richard 
Chetwood of Werkworth, in the county of Northampton, Knight) ſcarce to 
ſee, or to be ſeen, to converſe, or be converſed withal, though ſhe was a Lady 
of honour and merit, and the moſt diſtinguiſhed accompliſhments, But had 
he conſidered an old ſaying of the Poet :

If free to act, vice rarely will inſpire, 
"Tis freedom weakens ev*ry vain deſire,

They, perhaps, by way of excuſe, will tay, that Bereford and 
Berestord is all one name; and that the / in the middle of the word is left out 
Eupboniæ gratia; but I deny it, for the family of Bereford take their name from 
a Manor in the county of Warwick, called Bereford; and bear this Coat, as 
by their antient Seals, Glaſs Windows, and Monuments is clearly evident. 
But Bereford, commonly called Basford, took that name from a town in Not- 
tinghamſhire, near Derbyſhire, antiently written Beresford, but commonly called 
Basford ; who bore © Sable, three dancing Bears, Or;“ as appears by a viſi- 
tation, made by that judicious Herald, Robert Glover Somerſet, Anno 1583.

This Manor was the inheritance of Sir John de 
Sproxton, Knight, in the time of King Henry the Third. Sir Roger Brabazon, 
one of the Juſtices of the Common Pleas, in the time of King Edward I. fon of 
Sir Roger de“ Brabazon, married Beatrix, daughter and heireſs of this Sir John 
Sproxton, Knight; who by her had iſſue William Brabazon, who married Jenet, 
daughter of William Truſſel, who, by her, had iſſue John Brabazon, who mar- 
ried Agnes, daughter of Richard Whatton, who, by her, had iſſue Joan, 
ſole daughter and heireſs, married to William Woodtord, Lord of this Manor, 
in right of his wife, whoſe deſcent I have ſet down in Aſhby Folvile. In 20 of 
Edward III. John Painell of Bothby, was ſeized of certain lands here, held of 
the honour of Huntington, to whom the ſaid King Edward the Third, (the ſame 
year) gave liberty of free Warren here. Sir Robert Woodford, Knight, deſcend- 
ed of the ſaid William Woodford, had iſſue Thomas, who died in the life time 
of his father, leaving iſſue John, Walter, Humphrey, Ralph and John; among 
which five ſons, the ſaid Sir Robert Woodford, in 26 of Henry VI. (being very 
old) divided all his lands. To John, the eldeſt ſon of the faid Thomas Woodford, 
his ſon, he.gave this Manor of Sproxton, and lands in Wigenhall and Tilney, 
in the county of Norfolk, and lands in Eaſton and South Stoke, in the county 
of Lincoln, to him and his heirs male. To Walter the ſecond ſon, he gave the 
Manor of Newbould Folvile, in the county of Leiceſter, to him and his heirs male. 
To Humphrey, third ſon of the ſaid Thomas, the ſaid Sir Robert Woodford gave 
the Manor of Brentingby, in the county of Leiceſter, and lands in Wivorby, 
Thorpe Arnold, Stapletord, Fraby and Melton Mowbray, to him and his heirs 
male. To Ralph, fourth fon of Thomas, he gave 16 Meſſuages, 4 Toftes, 12 
yard Lands, and 30 Acres of Meadow in Knipton, in the county of Leiceſter. 
To John Woodford, fifth ſon of the ſaid Thomas, the ſaid Robert Woodford 
gave the Manor of Garthorpe, in the county of Leiceſter, to him and his heirs 
male. By reaſon of which diviſion ſo made, that antient family (which had con- 
tinued many years in great account and high dignity) was, in a ſhort ſpace, utterly 
decayed and gone; and, as I have heard, not any part of theſe lands (thus de- 
viſed) now remain in the tenure or name of any heir male, deſcended from any 
of thoſe five brothers, and ſome of the male line are reduced to a very low ebb 
of fortune. Like inſtances of this nature may be given of others in this Shire, 
and of too many in other counties; ſome of whom TI myſelf can teſtify, that I 
have ſeen in the ſame ſtate, as Philip Commines, the French Hiſtorian, writes, 
that he ſaw Henry Holland, Duke of Exeter in, who married the ſiſter of King 
Edward the Fourth, and afterwards was reduced to the neceſſity of begging from 
door to door. D'huis en huis mendiaunt en Flaunders. A lamentable thing it is, 
to ſee an antient family ſo rent in pieces, and the heir wronged without deſert, 
and thereby diſabled ever to maintain the honour or reputation of his anceſtors. 
That families have their times and periods, 1s molt certain, yet wretched and vile 
are they, by whom ſuch diſaſtrous accidents are effected. Younger brothers 
ſhould be provided for, I own, but let it be done without prejudice to the dignity 
of the houſe, or injury to the heir, who is the propagator of the ſtock, and may 
leave as great and numerous a progeny. This I may illuſtrate by the fol- 
lowing Simile, as if a man having a fair and fruitful tree, ſhould cut up the roots 
to give away, he would confer no benefit thereby, but only deſtroy and Kill 


the tree; which if he crop and diſpoſe of the upper boughs, thoſe may be 


ſerviceable, and the tree (though hindred for a while) yet may afterwards re- 
cover its former ſtate. So, if a man take the main ſupporters from the Houle; 
as, Manors, Farms, and Tenements, he will by theſe means bring utter ruin 
upon the family. But if he crop the upper branches to give the younger ſons, as

.annuities, rent charges or leaſes for lives; though this be an eclipſe for a while, 
yet it will afterwards ſhine forth, and recover its former dignity. For what 
avails it to have honour deſcend to the heir, and little or nothing to maintain that 
dignity accordingly? *Nevizan, the Civilian, holds, that diminutis divitiis divi- 
nicitur honor, nam dat cenſus honores, cenſus amicitias: and allo, if a Nobleman's 
eſtate be decayed (ſays he) he ſhall no more be accounted Noble, becauſe he can- 
not maintain that ſtate and title of honour. And therefore ſays the Gloſs, Baro 
non poteſt dici Baro niſi fit potens ad tenendum equos & arma. And therefore was 
John Nevil, Marquis Montacute, and his fon George, Duke of Bedford, juſtly 
deprived of all their honours by Parliament, + 17 Edward IV. and the reafon 
there given, is, becauſe their eſtate and poſſeſſions were too ſmall to maintain a 
bank anſwerable to thoſe great callings and titles of honour; and for want of a 
fortune ſuitable to their dignity, divers inconveniences happen inthe country, 
in which ſuch needy nobility reſide. To conclude thererore with the ſame 
Nevizan, Paria ſunt perdere vitam ac perdere dominium, nam boua temporalia ſunt 
vita hominis, & per divitias decus & honor in Familii cenſervatur & propter pay- 
pertatem Familie ſordeſcunt.

280.) unperſonable, and altogether unlearned ; yet he continued Biſhop of that 
See 45 years. He impleaded William Montacute, Earl of Saliſbury, about 
1355, for the Caſtle of Saliſbury in a Writ of Right; the Earl choſe the trial 
by battle, which trial was ſtayed by the King; but afterwards, upon a com- 
poſition, that the Biſhop ſhould give the Earl 2500 marks, the Caſtle was 
reſtored to the Biſhop, who afterwards recovered the Caſtle of Sherburne and 
Bere Chace; and died 4th Sept. 1375, (50 Edw.

Upon the Monument of William Wyvile, who died 1452, (31 Hen. VI.) 
is engraved Wyvile, impaled with Harington. 
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In the Hundred of Sparkerboe ; called in an old ſubſidy Roll, (which I have 
ſeen) made in the 20th year of Henry the VII. Stoke Manfield. The moiety, 
or one half of this Manor, was the antient inheritance of Ralph, Lord Baſſet 
of Sapcote, in the time of King Edward the Firſt, who held the ſame of John, 
Lord Haſtings, (whoſe iſſue were afterwards Earls of Pembroke) as belonging to 
his Manor of Dadlington. From Baſſet, by an heirels general, it came to Mo- 


ton, and in like manner from Moton to Harington; all of whom did appear for 


the ſaid lands at the Court Baron of the ſaid Manor of Dadlington, and performed 
their ſuits and ſervices for the ſame; as is apparent, and to be proved by divers an- 
tient Court Rolls, belonging to the ſaid Manor; and alſo by Inquiſitions and 
Records. The other moiety, or one half of this Manor, belonged to the 
family of Champaine, whoſe heireſs general was married to Turvile; from 
Turvile, by alienation, it came to Harington. Sir John Harington, after- 
wards Lord Harington of Burley, in the county of Rutland, was ſeized of 
the whole, and, not many years ſince, ſold it to the tenants. 

This Town is in the pariſh of Hinkley, and has in it a very fair and large 
Chapel, equal to many pariſh Churches; which is free, having all ſacramental 
rights: as marrying, burial, chriſtening, and communion. See the Record of 
the 5th of Henry the Third, before in Hinkley. This Chapel has alſo a high ſpire 
ſteeple, the top whereof was ſhaken down 1n that general earth-quake, which hap- 
pened in the year 1580. * Avguſtinus Galeſius, in his book of Earthquakes, 


ſets down the cauſe thereof to be, when the wind is incloſed in the bowels

of the earth, and being rarified by the ſun and ſtars, begins to ſwell, and 


ſtruggling to force a paſſage, is kept in by the ſolidity of the earth. He ſets 


down three kinds thereof: Chaſmatians, when the ground opens and ſinks 
down; as in the year 1179, the 26th year of Henry the Second, at Oxenhall 
near Darlington, in the *Biſhoprick of Durham, the earth lifted itſelf up like 
a high tower, and continued ſo from morning till night, and then fell down 
with a horrible noiſe, leaving a large deep pit, which + Leland ſays he ſaw, 
and which is by the country people called Hell Kettles. Another kind is Braſta, 
or Braſmatias, when the earth riſes up like an hill, and ſo moves; as Þ Marcie 
Hill in Herefordſhire 1571, which, for the ſpace of three days, raiſed itlelf 
up to a great height, and ſo moved in a dreadful manner with a roaring noiſe, 
and overthrew Kinaſton Chapel, and alſo ſheep-folds and trees; and, in the end, 
reſted, being now of the height of twelve fathoms. The laſt kind is $ Epiculiuta, 
when the earth trembles and ſhake: as that great Earthquake which hap- 
pened in the year 1165, the 12th year of Henry the Second, in the Ifle of 
| Ely, Norfolk and Suffolk, which overthrew thoſe that ſtood on their feet, and 
made bells to ring in the ſteeples. And in the year 1575, in ** Denbighſhire, 
where part of the Caſtle of Ruthin, in a very ſtrange manner, was ſhaken down, 
and the bell in the Town-hall at Denbigh, knowled with the violence of the 
ſhake. Thoſe who are deſirous to know the ſtrange accidents that have hap- 
pened by Earthquakes, may read ++Fohannes Garcenſis Meteorologia, Tobias T aud- 
lerus's Diſſertationes Meteorologiæ, and many others. |

Elizabeth married to John Cockaine of Cockaine Hatley, in the 
county of * Bedford : Margaret, married to Thomas Reſtwould, and Anne 
married to John Southill. The now Lord of this Manor it Sir Thomas Bur- 
ton, Knight and Baronet, deſcended from Sir William Burton, Knight, one of 
the Juſtices of the King's-Bench, (whom I mentioned before in Foxton) as 
appears by the Coat of Arms which he bears. 

This place is memorable, for that great caſe of perpetuities between Corbet 
and Corbet, in the 41ſt of Elizabeth, in the Common Pleas, Rot. 1049. fer 
down at large in the + Lord Coke's firſt part of Reports; wherein it appears, 
that the action was laid here for the trial of the title. The truth is, never any 
Corbet was Lord of this Manor, neither was that a true Caſe between thoſe 
two Corbets ; but a feigned Caſe in names, cauſed by Sir Anthony Mildway

petuated 1n the ſame manner, and having one only daughter, (now married to 
Sir Francis Vane of Kent, to whom he intended to paſs all his inheritance) 
was delirous to be aſcertained of the law in this Caſe; being otherwiſe unwilling 
to hazard a forfeiture ; therefore he cauſed this action to be brought, as is above 
mentioned. But Sir Edmund Anderſon, then Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, 
at firſt, not being made privy to the buſineſs, but afterwards underſtanding the 
circumſtance, @ /atere, was in ſuch a rage at the firſt hearing of it, being then 
upon the Bench at Weſtminſter, that, in a fury, he flung out of the Hall, 
laying, he came not thither to argue any counterfeit cafes. I was then ſtand- 
ing by, being a reporter in the ſame Court; but afterwards, being better ad- 
vited, he argued the caſe, and gave judgment againſt perpetuities.

The common tradition goes here, that he was a Giant, of great ſtrength and 
might. That there have been Giants, is molt certain, both by the Holy Scrip- 
ture, according to the account in Gen. vi. 4. viz. There were Giants on the earth in 
thoſe days. By Anak the Giant, and his feed, called Anakims, Numb. xiii. 
23, 29. Deut. i. 28. By the Zamzummims, whoſe country was inhabited af- 
. terwards by the Ammonites, Deut. ii. 20. By Goliah the Philiſtine, 1 Sam, xvii. 
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Rot. Edw. I. R 
rom 
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from the 4th verſe to the 12th. Yet, John Goropius Becanus, a conceited 
Dutchman, with his Gigantomachia, would knock all Giants on the head; in 
which Treatiſe, he goes about to prove, that there never were ſuch large and 
monſtrous bodies of Giants, as are written of, and endeavours by ſundry de- 
monſtrations to illuſtrate it. But“ John Chaſſagnon, as Caſſanius, in his Book 
of Giants, and of their progeny, very clearly confutes him and his allega- 
tions; whither I muſt recommend the curious Reader to be better certified, 
concerning his tenets. Yet, molt certain it is, by all Hiſtorians, both antient 
and modern, that there have been Giants, whoſe works, atchievements, proporti- 
ons, and bones have been diſcovered, and found in theſe latter ages. As of a 
Giant buried in a Temple in the city of Puzzoli, in Campania in Italy, now 
dedicated to St. Proculus, of whom + Leandro Alberto ſpeaks, and there ſets 
down a Decaſtichon, made by Pomponius Lætus upon him. Of thoſe Giants 
in Norway, Gothland and Swedeland, mentioned by + Alaus Magnus, and of 
their monſtrous acts. Of the carcaſe of a Giant found upon the coaſt of Wales, 
as & Trivet writes, in the year 1170. (17 Hen. II.) upon the ſea ſhore, dil- 
covered by the waſhing and fretting of the ſea, which contained fifty feet in 
length. Of late years a Frenchman, a Bourdelois, (as the ſaid | John Chaſſag- 
non relates) was of ſuch a heighth and bigneſs, that he was called the Giant of 
Bourdeaux. King Francis I. the French King, ſtood amazed at the firſt fight 
of him, and commanded him to be one of his guard; his ſtature was ſuch, 
that a man of an ordinary heighth might go up-right betwixt his legs when he 
ſtrode. The cauſes and reaſons of this Giant-hike ſtature, is ſet down by 
a learned Italian Doctor of Phyſic, ** Marcello Donato, lib. 3. cap. 14. Joan, 
daughter and heireſs of Sir John Talbot, was married to Sir Simon Leke of 
Cottham, in the county of Nottingham ; whoſe daughter and co-heireſs Mar- 
garet, was married to Sir John Markham, Lord Chief Juſtice of England, 
temp. Edw. IV. This Village is in the pariſh of Whitwick, and now belongs to 
the New Bead-houſe at Leiceſter, founded by William Wigſton, merchant of 
the Staple.

to his ſon and heir intail. A queſtion, however, concerning the merits of the 
ſame, came on afterwards in 7 Jac. which was, Whether it belonged to the 
King or not? The Cale is ſet down by my Lord Coke in the 8th part of his 
Reports, as follows : | 


— — 


Sir Everard Digby, ſeized of the Manor of Dry. Stoke, in the county of Rut- 


land, and of the Manor of Tilton, in the county of Leiceſter, held of the King 
by Knight's ſervice, by act executed in his life-time, and before any treaſon b 

him committed, conveyed the ſaid Manors to the uſe of himſelf for life, and 
afterwards to the uſe of his ſon and heir apparent intail, with divers remain- 
ders over to his other children. And after the ſaid Sir Everard Digby was at- 
tainted and executed for the ſaid gunpowder-treaſon, committed after the ſaid con- 
veyance made, his eldeſt ſon then being under age: The queſtion was, Whe- 
ther that the wardſhip of the body of the heir, or of the third part of the ſaid 
Manors, ſhould be in the King, by virtue of the Statutes of the 32d and 34th of 
Henry the Eighth ? And it was reſolved by the two Chief Juſtices, the Chicf 
Baron, and the whole Court of Wards, that the King ſhould not have the ward— 
ſhip of the body, or firſt ſeiſin; only where there was an heir general or ſpecial, 
which here was not, by reaſon of the attainder and corruption of the blood 
thereby: For the Statutes of the 32d and 34th of Henry the Eighth, give ward- 
ſhip and firſt feifin to the King, where there 1s no deſcent ; as if the King's te- 
nant convey his land for advancement of his wife, or benefit of his children, 
or payment of his debts, but doth not give wardſhip or primer ſeiſin, where 
there is neither heir general or ſpecial : becauſe the wardſhip or firſt ſeiſin ought 
to be of the land of ſome anceſtor, whoſe heir he is. And the words in the writ 
of Diem claufit extremum, or Mandamus, as well before as after the ſaid Statutes 
are, Et quis propinquior heres ejus eſt: And allo livery ought to be ſued in the 


name of the heir. But it was agreed, that in ſome caſes, the King ſhould have 


wardſhip and firſt ſeiſin of the ſon and heir, although the father was at- 
tainted of treaſon, and the blood corrupted thereby. As, if a tenant intail by 
Knight's ſervice of the grant of the King, be attainted of treaſon before the Sta- 
tute of 26 Henry VIII. and die, his heir within age, in this caſe, though the 
blood be corrupt, yet, becauſe by virtue of the Statute of Weſtm. 2. cap. 1. 
De donis conditionalibus, the land (notwithſtanding the attainder) doth deſcend 
to the heir, and he ſhall be in ward to the King; for that in this caſe he is an

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eſpecial heir, which is proved by Holland, the Earl of Kent's caſe, in 7 
Henry IV. fol. 32. where the caſe was, that King Richard the Second, by let- 
ters patent, granted divers Manors unto Thomas Holland, Earl of Kent, to 
him and the heirs of his body begotten. Afterwards, this Thomas Holland 
making an inſurrection againſt King Henry the Fourth, was in the ſame ſlain 
without judgment. Edward, his fon and heir, under age, after his father's 
deceaſe, was by Parliament attainted of High Treaſon ; by which all his lands 
in fee-ſimple only, and no other, were enacted to be forfeited ; by virtue of which 
the King ſeized all the ſaid Manors, and they remained in his hands during the 
nonage of the ſaid Edward, the ſon. Afterwards the ſaid Edward, at his full 
age, ſued out of Chancery a writ of Mandamus, by which the ſaid gift and tenure, 
and that he the ſaid Edward was heir according' to the tenor of the ſaid gift, were 
found : Whereupon the ſaid Edward coming into Chancery, prayed to have 
redreſs. And it was reſolved by the Juſtices Norton, Tremaine, Huls, Hank- 
ford and Thirming, that in this caſe the fon ſhould be in ward, although the 
King had made ſeizure, as a forfeiture by treaſon ; yet, when the King is in poſ- 
ſeſſion, the law will adjudge him re-inſtated by reaſon of the wardſhip, becauſe 
that 1s his beſt right : For the law does more reſpect a little eſtate, during the 
minority of the heir by right, than a great eſtate in fee-ſimple by wrong.

The laſt Alexander leſt iſſue 
three daughters and co-heireſſes; Alice, one of them, was married to Henr 
Lord Beaumont of Folkington in Lincolnſhire; of whom deſcended John, 
created Viſcount Beaumont, by King Henry the Sixth, the firſt Engliſhman 
that was ever honoured with the dignity and title of a Viſcount; to whom Kin 
Henry the Sixth (27 Hen.

This Manor was granted by Robert Boſſue, 
Earl of Leiceſter, to the Monaſtery of Nuneaton, in the county of Warwick; 
which was founded by Amicia his wife, daughter of the Earl of Montfort. The 
Prioreſs, Ouldton, 5th of September, in 31 King Henry VIII. ſurrendered up the 
whole Monaſtery of Nuneaton, together with this Manor of Wikin, and all 
other lands and tenements thereunto belonging unto King Hen. VIII. and the ſaid 
King, the 1ſt of May (35 Henry VIII.) granted this Manor of Wikin to Edward 

Lord Clinton and Say, and to Sir Robert Terwhit, Knight, and to their heirs, 
to be held in capite by the hundredth part of a Knight's fee. Upon the 17th of 
May, in the ſaid year, the ſaid Edward Lord Clinton and Sir Robert Terwhit 
fold this Manor to William Wightman, whoſe heir now holds the ſame. Of this 
family (as I have heard) was one Wightman, a notorious Heretic, dwelling at 
Burton-upon-Trent, about twelve years ago; who declared himſelf to be the 
Holy Ghoſt, holding, that the Holy Ghoſt was different from God, and that 
was a Creature; affirming, that the ſon of God was a ſubſtance incorporeal and 
inviſible, but the eſſence of the Holy Ghoſt was corporeal and viſible, yet tranſpa- 
rent and pellucid; and ſo he ſaid was his, like unto thoſe Macedonian heretics, 
who held the Holy Gholt to be a creature, and of a different ſubſtance from God 
the Father. This wicked wretch, though ſeriouſly exhorted by many grave and 
learned men, yet would not renounce th:s damnable opinion, for which he re- 
ceived ſentence of death, and was burnt at Litchfield not long after. The like 
| heretics againſt the Trinity have been in former ages, and in later times, as in 
the year 1222, 7 Henry III. (as + Gervaſe, a Monk of Chriſt's Church in Can- 
terbury, reports) of one that counterfeited himſelf to be Chriſt, ſhewing the 

wounds in his fide, feet, and hands, forging ſtrange tricks and miracles. And 
about the year 1592, one Hacket in London, ran through the ſtreets in a ſtrange 
manner, proclaiming himſelf to be Chriſt; gathering a company to him whom he 
termed his Diſciples, preaching to them, that Chriſt was 4 mere man and not 
God; like unto thoſe antient heretics the Arrians, Cerinthians, Ebionites, Eu- 
nomians and Samoſatenians, who abſolutely denied the divinity of our Saviour 
Chriſt. Some Heretics alſo have held that there were more Gods than one, and 
yet not three perſons, nor of one nature, but of a contrary diſpoſition, as the Mar- 
cionites, Valentinians and Gnoſtics. This village 1s 1n the pariſh of Hinkley, and 
had once a Chapel belonging to it, which has been a long time delapidated.

antient family of Angervile, who bore, ** gules, a Cinquefoil, ermine, a border, 
« fable, Bezant.” Ot this family was Richard de Angervile, Knight, Lord of this 
Manor, who had iſſue Richard, born at St. Edmund's-Bury, in Suffolk; who 
taking upon him religious Orders, renounced the name of Angervile, and was 
called de Bury, from his native place, as appcars in“ John Trittenham de Script. 
Ecclefiaſticis, and Biſhop Godwin's Catalogue of Biſhops. 

It was cuſtomary in thoſe times, upon entering into a religious life, to alter their 
name, and to take it from the place of their birth; for by taking religious habits, 
they became perſons dead in law; and the next heir was to inherit and enter 
upon their land, as if they were dead indeed; and by profeſſing themſelves of an 
Order, they were raiſed to a ſpiritual life, and fo aſſumed a new name. Infinite are 
the examples wherein I could give inſtances, but I will name only one of this fa- 
mily, and uncle to this man, John de Willoughby ; to whom, by his father, (who 
died, leaving this Richard young) the tuition of him was committed: this John 
de Willoughby was own brother to Sir Richard de Angervile, and born at this 
Willoughby; who taking upon him the Orders of a religious perſon, called him- 
ſelf de Willoughby. This Richard de Bury, nevertheleſs 1s called de Anger- 
vile by John Kous, + John Leland, and John Bale; and alto acknowledged by 
Biſhop Godwin, who has ſet down his lite very exactly. He was brought up 
at Oxford, and became tutor to Prince Edward, who was afterwards King Ed- 
ward III. and was made by the ſaid King Edward III. his pupil, firft his Cot- 
ferer, then Treaſurer of the Wardrobe, and Lord Privy Seal; during which office 
he was twice ſent Ambaſſador to the Pope, and being 1n Italy, he became acquaint- 
ed with divers learned men, as Francis Petrarch, and others. He was, in the year 
1333,made Dean of Wells, and the ſame year alſo, conſecrated Biſhop of Durham, 
and appointed Lord Chancellor, and not long afterwards Lord High Treaſurer 
of England, He devoted himſelf very ſtudiouſly to learning, and had more 
books in his own private library (as was thought) than all the Biſhops in Eng- 
land had; which (having afterwards founded a Library at Oxford) he gave to the 
ſame, and alſo furniſhed it with many more; committing the charge thereof to 
five chief men, to whom he allowed a ſtipend; but this Library was ſoon after- 
wards quite robbed of all thoſe curious Manuſcripts, and lay deſolate, until 
Humphrey, Duke of Glouceſter, that worthy Mecenas, repaired it again; having 
(as Leland ſays) ſent into Italy, Germany, and France, and other foreign parts, 
for Books, in all languages, that were written by the moſt learned Authors, that 
were to be purchaſed, not ſparing any expence in re-furnithing this Library. But 
in that troubleſome and unſettled time at the latter end of the reign of King Hen- 
ry the Eighth, and Edward the Sixth, almoſt all thoſe excellent works, purchaſed 
with ſo great expence, were, through the avarice of ſome private perſons, 
embezzled and ſtolen away. But now of late, by the benevolence of many be- 
nefactors, but particularly by that famous Sir Thomas Bodley, Knight, who, 
in beautitying and collecting the ſame, has expended many thouſand pounds, 
it is reſtored again to that magnifience, that it may vie either with the Palatine, 
Imperial, or Vatican Libraries; and, may it always continue ſo, never to ſce 
a third ruin or deſolation. 

This Richard de Bury died 1345, (20 Edw. III.) Anno t. 58. having 
continued in that See eleven years and odd months, and was buried at Durham. 
In the 29th of Edward the Firit, Andrew Lord Aſtley was Lord of this Manor, 
In the reign of King Edward the Third, Thomas Lord Aſtley, Thomas de 
Riparlis, and Nicholas de Charnels, were ſeized of certain lands within: this 
Manor. The now Lord thereof, is Henry, Lord Grey of Groby.

It un- 
derwent a general repair in the 28th of Henry the Sixth; for I have ſcen a deed 
of covenants made between Robert Farnham of Quadron, of the one part, and 
a certain free-maſon of the other, for the new-building of the ſteeple, and other 
repairs to be made in the Church, dated the 28th of the ſaid King. It was then 
allo glazed, as appears by the Arms of King Henry the Sixth, ſtanding in the 
Eaſt-window of the Chapel; and the expences attending the ſaid repairs were 
paid, for the moſt part, by the Viſcount Beaumont, which may be ſeen by 
the Coats and Matches in the ſaid windows, as alſo the Elephant and Lion, be- 
ing his Badges, carved in wood, and placed upon the foremoſt poſts of the 
ſeats ; all which are curiouſly and neatly executed, as any thing of the kind I 
have yet ſeen.

and that its Sun's glorious rays, ſo long eclipſed, might ſhine out to the view 
of every one; which now begins to appear ſomewhat clear, and by ſome more 
happy genius, ang judicious pen may hereafter be better illuſtrated. But where 
the Sun's bright beams could not pierce into, I have to thoſe obſcure grottos, 
dark caves and vaults, brought candle-light, my own conceit and conjecture ; 
which (as they are) I ſubmir to the favourable cenſure of the judicious and 
candid Reader. And now having gone over the whole continent of this County, 
it is my good fortune to end at the hithermoſt angle, next to my own home, 
whither I muſt now retire myſelf, and having ſpent my viatical proviſion in this 
my laborious journey, muſt here ceaſe, and with that “ ingenious, and hu- 
morous Poet, conclude :
